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| ALEXANDER SALYINI DIES 1 ITALY, 


Promising Young Actor and Son of the 


Great Tragedian Expires at 
Monte Catini. _. 


Florence, Italy, Dec. 15.~—Alexander Sal: 
vini, the son of Tomaso Salvini, the great 
Italian actor, died of intestinal tuberculosis 
today. : 

Alexander Salvini was born in Rome on 
Dec. 21, 1861. He was the son of the Italian 
tragedian, Tomaso Salvini, and went to 
school in Naples, Florence, and Genoa. Ii 
was intended that he should become a civil 
engineer, and in 1881 
he came to the United 
States for that pur- 
pose with Charles 
Chizzola, who was 
manager of Rossi's 
American tour. But 
instead of looking for 
a place to develop his 
engineering abilities, 
young Salvini  trav- 
eled with the Rossi 
company, and after- 
‘Wards settled in New 
York to study En- 
glish in order to be 
able to use that lan- 
guage on the stage. 

His first appearance was at the Union 
Square Theater in New York in Clara 
Morris’ company, and he afterwards spent 
two seasohs with Margaret Mather, playing 
Romeo, Orlando, Rudo!ph in *“‘Leah,”’ Claude 
Melnotte, and Clifford in “The Hunch- 
back,”’ 

The older Salvini came to the United States 
in 1885, and his son joined his company, 
playing in some of the father’s pieces. In 
1886 A. M. Palmer engaged young Salvini 
for his Madison Square Theater company. 
After three seasons at the Madison Square 
Theater, Salvini again joined his father in 
a tour of the United States, and after the 
latter returned to Europe young Salvini 
began a starring tour in America. 

For some time past young Salvini has been 
seriously ill at Monte Catini, the home of 
the elder Salvini, near Florence, Italy,. His 
wife, formerly Miss Maude Dixon, who was 
the leading lady of his company, and to 
whom he was recently married, has been in 
constant attendance upon the sufferer. 

D’Artagnan, in the ‘“‘ Three Guardsmen,” 
was considered to be young Salvini’s most 
attractive part. He was a handsome man, 
imbued with dramatic fire, and a great fa- 
vorite in New York. 


FOUR LIVES SAVED FROM THE FLAMES 


Policeman John Mitchell Rescues Mrs. 
Greenberg and Babe and Neighbors

Policeman John Mitchell of the Maxwell 
Street Station rescued Mrs. Julia Greenberg 
and her 5-months-old child from possible 
death by suffocation last night in a small 
fire in the four-story brick building No. 621 
South Sangamon street. Mrs. Greenberg, 
in an attempt to rescue the child, was herself 
overcome by smoke and fell unconscious on 
the stairway, where she was found by 
Mitchell, who had already carriéd the child 
to a place of safety. 

“Where, is my child? “Save my baby,” 
were the first words she uttered after re- 
gaining consciousness. She was told that 
the child was safe and was then aésisted to 
her apartments, and, it ‘is thought, will not 
suffer any ill effects from her experience. 
The fire was. extinguished with a small loss. 

Timely rescue by neighbors saved Mrs. 
Joanna Wlieklinski from death by fire yes- 
terday afternoon at her home, No. 746 North 
Ashland avenue. The fire broke out in the 
basement, which is a bakery shop nun by her 
husband, and she lay helpless in her bed with 
the floor in the room burning around her. 
When takem out she was unconscious from 
smoke. The physicians have slight hopes 
for her recovery. 

Mrs. Wleklinski’s young son Joseph also 
suffered from the effects of smoke. He was 
taken to the home of relatives.

VOTES FOR JEFF DAVIS IN ARKANSAS. 


Official Announcement That the Dead 
Confederate Received 86 Votes 
for Presidential Elector. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—{Special.]— 
Jeff Davis, although gone, is not forgotten 
by some of his former adherents in the 
South, as shown by the returns for Presi- 
dential Electors at the election held on 
Nov. 3, 1806. 

According to the provisions of an act of 
Congress the Secretary of State has filed 
the certificates of the Governor of Arkansas 
showing that he has canvassed and added 
up the votes cast-for the office of Presi- 
dential and Vice-Presidential Electors at the 
election in the several counties of Arkansas 
on Tuesday, Nov: 3. After the names of 
the eight Electors who received the highest 
number of votes cast, giving tle State to 
Bryan, there .appedrs the name “ Jeff 
Davis,”’ with eighty-six votes to his credit 
as‘an Elector for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

It has been a matter of current history for 
many years that some of the old dyed-in- 
the-wool Democrats are still voting for 
Andrew Jackson in the back woods of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, but it reinains for 
Arkansas to take.a new departure by cast- 
ing votes for the alleged President of the de- 
funct Confederacy.

Press of That Country Declares Cleve~- 
land Is Influenced by Animosity 
Against the Fatherland.

This body, since it 
was treated by them, has turned to stone, 
or to a substance resembling it, and appears 
to be imperishable.

;@2 which appears also to have become 
petrified. 

The brothers have been experimenting for 
years, but the discovery of a process of 
petrifaction was in some respect’ an ac- 
cident. Eight or ten months ago they be- 
gan to treat bodies with a preparation 
similar to the one they now believe has 
petrifying properties, with such encourag- 
ing results that they kept up their expe- 
riments. 


Experiment on a Body. 


When the body of the young woman which 
now rests in the Boydston cellar was ob- 
tained by them for burial and was subse- 
quently unclaimed by relatives they deter- 
mined to make a final test. All of the blood 
was withdrawn and the petrifying fluid was 
injected. The body was placed in the cellar 
and was carefully watched. 

Although death took place at a time of 
year when decomposition is rapid, there was 
not the slightest trace of it two weeks after 
coe — had been treated with the prepara- 

on. In another wee 
sy ll ab k the flesh had begun 

Instead of turning dark, the bedy remained 
of the same marble whiteness that had come 
with death, and since that time has remained 
almost of the same color. 

Every week that has passed the hardness 
of the body has become more noticeable. 
There has been none of the usual falling 
away of the features, which are as full and 
round as they were during life. 

The dampness of the basement, the invent- 
ors believe, is the severest test which could 
be made of the petrifying fluid, and it is this 
which makes them feel sure they have made 
a wonderful discovery. ‘They have come to 
regard the body as a bit of stone. 

Of late the tissues seem to have become 
more transparent, particularly those of one 
of the forearms, and the contour of the bones 
can be distinctly seen through’the thickest 
of the muscles. 


Second Test More Successful. 


The second body is that of a woman 66 
years old. It rests Ina casket in a rear room 
of the establishment, awaiting shipment to 
Pennsylvania. Although death occurred al- 
most as long ago as in the case of the young 
woman preserved down-stairs, there is even 
less change visible in the features than in 
the case of the younger woman. Almost 
every day the relatives bring flowers and 
piace upon the casket. 

The process of course will be kept secret, 
for atime at least. A number of people have 
watched the petrifying of the bodies, al- 
though they have not been let.into the secret 
of the preparation. 

The petrifying fluid Is believed by the in- 
ventors to mean a revolutionizing of the 
process of preparing anatomical specimens,

Seon ‘to Be Relieved from’ Command, 
It Is Believed—Gen. Marin to Be 
His Successor. * | 


Madrid, Dec. 15.—According to surface in~ 
dications Captain-General Weyler will soon 
be relieved of his command in Cuba. 

The discontent with Weyler is noticeable 
even in the government organs. They say 
that instead of going to Havana to receive 
unmerited congratulations he ought to have 
continued the military operations in . the 
Provi nce of Pinar dé! Rio, 

A bad impression has also been created 
here by the dispatches of the Spanish corre- 
spondents at Havana, announcing that Gen. 
Weyler has suppressed all dispatches refer- 
ring to the demonstrations in Spain in honor 
of Maj. Cirujeda. It is supposed the Captain- 
General’s action was due to jealousy, and it 
is currently reported that the government 
is disposed to replace Weyler by Gen. Marin, 
now Governor of Porte Rico. 

A report that Weyler has ordered proceed- 
ings to be taken against Maj. Cirujeda, be- 
cause the Major, after the death of Antonio 
Maceo, went to Havana without the permis- 
sion of his superior officers, is causing dis- 
content here, owing to the popularity of 
Cirujeda. Although the Ministers maintain 
reserve on the subject, it is said that the 
Cabinet may consider this question, and it 
is further stated that the Ministers may also 
discuss the execution of Geh. Weyler’s plan 
of campaign, which is criticised in certain 
quarters. 


Gen. Marin has seen considerable military 
service in the cause of Spain, having partici- 
pated in the last Cuban war. At that time 
he had for adversaries on the insurgent side 
some of the men who figure prominently in 
that service today. Gen. Marin came to 
Cuba permanently with Martinez Campos 
when the latter was appointed Captain-Gen- 
eral of the island. _ 

He acted as Capthin-General when Campos 
was in the field against the insurgents, and 
when Campos was recalled as the result of 
the dissatisfaction of the Spanish Govern- 
ment with his campaign, Marin took his 
place during the interregnum between the 
departure of Campos and the arrival of 
Weyler. With the advent of Weyler Marin 
was appointed Governor of Porto Rico. Gen. 
Marin is 5O years of age.

For. accepting a commission to Serve 
against Spain, a country with which the 
United States is now at peace, the penalty 
prescribed by Sec. 5,281, Revised Statutes, 
is $2,000 fine and three years’ imprisonment, 
while for enlistment to serve against Spain 
or hiring amy one to enlist the penalty is 
almost as heavy, being a maximumof $1,000 
fine and three years’ imprisonment. 

The enforcement of these laws naturally 
falls within the functions of the United 
States officials, to whose knowledge theat- 
tempt at infringement is brought, but if che 
movements continue on as large a scale as 
reported it is probable that the Department 
of Justice will send instructions of a special 
character to all of its agents calling their 
attention to the proclamation issued by the 
President last spring and enjoining upon 
them a strict enforcement of the neutrality 
"Tne government doubtless will be obliged 
to do this in order to manifest its purpose 
to meet the requirements of international 
law, just as it has warned the shipping in- 
terests against taking part in filibustering 
movements and has sent rigid instructions 
to judicial officers at Atlantic ports to pre- 
vent the infraction of the laws in that re-

SYMPATHY WITH THE INSURGENTS. 


Meetings Held and Steps Taken to 
Help the Cause. 

New York, Dec, 15.—A.mass-meeting to 
express sympathy with the Cuban insurgents 
was held in Jersey City tonight. Among 
the speakers was 8. C. Henriques, who was 
United States Consul at Cardenas during 
the Harrison administration. He said that 
Spain was exulting over the foul assassina- 
tion of as grand a man as ever went forth 
to give battle in the cause of human liberty. 
The United States, he declared, could no 
longer afford to be one of the nations who 
oppress Cuba. 

The Jersey City Junta is rapidly growing 
in membership. Not only have ministers 
and prominent business-men joined the 
Cuban Patriotic League, as it is called, but 
today the names cf half a dozen women 
prominent in Jersey City’s society circles 
have been added to the list. 

Officers of the Cuban League of the United 
States, which was formed last night at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, held an informal meet- 
ing today itn the office of Ethan Allen, the 
Fresiient of the organization. The object 
of the meeting was to perfect and hurry for- 
ward plans for the mass-meeting to be held 
in Cooper Union next Monday night. Invi- 
tations have been sent to Speaker Thomas 
B. Reed, Senator John T. Morgan, Con- 
gressman R. R. Hitt, and Senators Roger 
Q. Mills, Shelby M. Cullom, and Wilkinson 
Call asking them: to speak. 

St. Mark’s Lyceum, of which Dr. Ernest 
Lyon is pastor, has called a mass-meeting 
for Fridzy evening to protest against the 
cruelty of the Spanish Goverfiment in its 
treatment of the inhabitants of the island. 
The meeting will pledge itself, if belliger- 
ency is declared, to procure 10,000 Afro- 
Americans who will give their lives in the 
cause of liberty if need be. 


Pablic Meeting Called. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Dec. 15.—Mayor Ochs 
tonight presented to the Board of Aldermen 
resolutions expressing sympathy for the 
Cuban insurgents and authorizing the May- 
or to call a public meeting of the citizens of 
Chattanooga to give public expression to the 
sentiments of the community. The resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted. 

Intervention Demanded. 

Wheeling, W. Va., Dec. 15.—{Special.]J—The 
feeling in this community over the asseas- 
sination of Antonio Maceo is radical, and 
has found expression in many ways. . To- 
night the Bimetallic League met and 
adopted resolutions condemning the meth- 
ods employed by Spain in Cuba, and declar- 
ing the duty of the United States to inter- 
fere to put an end to this war. 

Medicine for Cuba. 

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 15.—The physicians 
of St. Pau], aroused by the reports of suffer- 
ing Among the Cubans, have started a sub- 
scription list throughcut the profession for 
money with which to buy medicine and ban- 
dages to send immediately by way o* Tampa. 
Fla., to the camps and towns of the patriots. 
The story that comes from Cuba to the 
physicians of this city through one of their 
number is that there are 65,000 sick people 
in Cuba, mang of them the families of the 
insurgents.

Senator Morgan’s Speech. 
Mr. Morgan aid: 
“I will:confine mty remarks to comments 
he recent annu 
message of the President and the report > 
the Secretary of State. I am notable to dis- 
cover that the President has made any 
specific recommendations as to any action 
he deems it proper or expedient for Con- 
gress to take with reference to Spain or 
Cuba; nor that he has indicated any course, 
except a still, patient waiting, that the 
Executive proposes to take. Congress, thus 
left to its own initiative, must assume its | 
own responsibility in a matter of the most 
serious gravity. 

“ Congress must give to the statements of 
the President unhesitating acceptance as to 
matters that were committed by the Con- 
stitution to his especial charge. When he 
undertakes to state the facts that affect our 
relations with other powers we: must ac- 
cept those facts, unless the disproof of them. 
fs overpowering. This message is, there- 
fore, of the most impressive importance as 
a statement of the leading facts and con- 
clusions that bear upon our duties in respect 
to the conflict of arms which has raged for 
over two years in the Island of Cuba, and it 
has the support of nearly all American be- 
lief. I have not heard that Spain contro- 
verts any statement of the President in his 
message. The evidence that comes from 
private sources relative to the condition of 
Cuba, and the horrors of persecution, rapine, 
and extermination visited upon the people of 
Cuba, admits of no doubt as to its credibility. 
Yet it presents pictures so incredibly in- 
human, and so disgraceful to the civilization 


_of this age, that it stuns the mind into dis- 


belief that such things can be true.” 

Mr. Morgan went on to speak of the trying 
situation, which required prompt actian 
to save thousands of innocent people from 
cruel and deliberate butchery. 


Faces the Possibility of War. 


“If war with the United States is neces- 
sary to reconcile the Spanish people to the 
loss of Cuba by foreign conquest,” said Mr, 
Morgan, “we shall be compelled to meet 
that emergency. If the destruction of Cuba 
is enough to satisfy the popular sentiment of 
revenge we can avoid a war with Spain by 
remaining inactive while our own people 
are being ruined or slaughtered along with 
the Cubans. If we mean to take any action 
toward stopping this war of annihilation 
and extermination we have no time to lose.”’ 

Mr. Morgan spoke of the resolution of Con- 
gress at the last session, which he said gave 
to the President the choice of concurring 
with the policy of Congress or delaying. 
The President chose delay. 

‘‘ Phe war has continued,’’ said Mr. Mor- 
gan, ‘“‘ until it has reached the final and 
desperate stage of a war of devastation and 
extermination, with the people of Cuba as 
a prey to those who have set aside the usual 
honorable usages of warfare and have be- 
come robbers, cutthroats, assassins, ravish- 
ers, and pirates.’’ 


Inaction to Be Regretted. 


If we are forced to: war to put an end 
to this saturnalia of blood and fire Congress 
had reason to regret the inaction of the 
President. A firm declaration that the con- 
flict in Cuba had reached the stage of open, 
public war would have admonished Spain 
that the United States at least would hold 
her accountable for the observance of the 
rules of civilized warfare. The Senator 
spoke bitterly of the interference of ‘“‘ sup- 
posed business interests” to prevent the 
government from ending the “ horrid and 
brutal purpose of infuriated men.” 

Mr. Morgan spoke of the necessity for pro- 
tecting our citizens abroad. Referring to 
Turkey he expressed the hope that the policy 
of this government should not be relaxed, 
and that we would not much longer hear of 
these Turkish offences against humanity. 
The Senator asserted that our people in Cuba 
have rights under the laws of nations which 
the courts of all nations will enforce, 
despite the opposition even of the Presi- 
dent of the United States if he should op- 
pose them. He would give these laws full 
force and effect. 

“Our people were not content,” said Mr. 
Morgan, “‘to suffer these wrongs within 
earshot of our frontier and to pile up claims, 
petitions, and proofs to be brought before 
Spain in the endless palaver of diplomatic 
correspondence. While we know that 
wrongs have been done to our people and 
other wrongs are threatened, our govern- 
ment is in the most humiliating state of 
innocuous desuetude if it interposes no help- 
ing hand to the sufferers and refuses to for- 
bid the further devastation and death a cruel 
government is now inflicting upon them.” 

All of thesé crimes, Mr. Morgan declared, 
would be found to have been authentically 
stated to our government when the seals of 
secrecy are broken and they are brought to 
the knowledge of the world for the vindica- 
tion of our course. 


Have No Alternative. 


In conclusion Mr. Morgan said: 

‘*In this condition of impotency to estab- 
lish permanent peace in Cuba and perma- 
nent security for our own people while the 
Spanish monarchy is dominant in that 
jsland,. we have no alternative left us but 
the single choice between the continuous 
repetition of the evils portrayed in the mes- 
gage of the President or a base, humiliating, 
and a crue! delay on our part, while rapine 
and destruction are rampant in Cuba, in the 
hope that some fortunate turn in events 
may relieve us from a duty that we owe to 
humanity, to Christian civilization, to the 
spirit and traditions of our country and our 
people, and to the lives and'liberties of our 
people in Cuba, who are now held by the 
cruel power of Spain. Ido not rely upon any 
guthority for what I have said beyond the 
President's message and the report of the 
Secretary of State. That is enough. The 
facts are incontrovertible and our duty is 
plain. If we fail to act upon them we take 
the responsibility of a delay to perforrn a 
plain duty, at the expense of. our people, 
whose lives are in constant peril.”’ 

At the close of Mr. Morgan’s speech he 
asked for the adoption of the resolution pre- 
sented yesterday. It was agreed to without 
division. 


Text of the Morgan Resolution.

FIGHTING IN PINAR DEL BIO AGAIN. 


Maceo’s Successor Takes the Field 
Aswainst the Spanish. 

Key West, Fla., Dec, 15.—[Special.}—Fight- 
ing is reported west of the trocha in Pinar 
del Rio section, where the ineurgents under 
Maceo’s successor, Gen. Rivera, have taken 
the field against the Spanish forces left there 
by Gen. Weyler. No details have been re- 
ceived as yet, but fifty wounded soldiers 
came in yesterday from the neighborhood of 
Artemisa. The officials refuse all informa- 


tion. 

It is stated in Havana that Gen. Weyler 
has called in some of the troops now sta- 
tioned outside of the city, fearing an attack 
by Gen. Gomez, who is reported as coming 
@astward with a large force, well armed 
and provisioned. The insurgents have al- 
ready occupied several. small towns held 
by the Spaniards in the eastern part of the 
Province of Havana and have had hardly 
any defeats as yet. Two train loads of pro- 
visions and arms were captured by insur- 
gent bands on the Matanzas road Saturday 
or Sunday with slight loss. 

lt is reported that an expedition from 
Honduras landed on the south side of the 
island Saturday with large supplfes of am- 
munition and arms and that the cargo was 
safely delivered into the possession of Gen. 
Rivera.

TO PROTECT THE LAURADA. 


Will Be Treated as Any Other Ameri- 
can Vessel Under Like Conditions. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—Messrs. Tuck- 

er and Seward of Baltimore, representing 
the Baltimore concern which chartered the 
Laurada to bring fruit to the United States, 
and John L. Vandiver, representing Hart & 
Co. of Philadelphia, the owners of the ves- 
sel, called at the State Department this aft- 
ernoon to inquire into the report that the 
Laurada had been prevented from entering 
the Spanish port of Valencia. They failed 
to see Secretary Olney or Assistant Secre- 
tary Rockhill, but the chief clerk listened 
to their statements and answered for the 
department. 

The shipping men said that they had been 
informed the Laurada had been forbidden 
by United Consul Mertens at Grao, the port 
of Valencia, to enter the harbor. The chief 
clerk replied that this was impossible. The 
department had sent no such instructions 
to the Consul—in fact, had sent no instruc- 
tions at all relative to the Laurada—and the 
Consul. certainly had no authority of his 
own to forbid the ship to enter. 

Mr. Tucker next asked what the Depart- 
ment of State would do if the Laurada en-~- 
teréd the port of Valencia and wus seized 
by the Spaniards. The chief clerk declined 
to answer any hypothetica! questions of this 
kind, but assured Mr. Tucker that the Lau- 
rada .ould be afforded the same measure 
of protection that would be extended to any 
other American vessel under like conditions, 
and with this statement the callers were 
obliged to be content. 


SPREAD OF THE PHILIPPINE REVOLT 


Mamy of the Native Troops Desert to 
the Insurgents. 

Madrid, Dec. 15.—A dispatch received here 
from Singapore says that the natives of 
Mindano Isiand, one of the Philippine group, 
have revolted, and that many of the native 
troops are deserting to the insurgents. It is 
further stated that the situation at Manilla 
is full of anxiety. 

A dispatch to the Imparcial from Singapore 
admits that there has been a general massa- 
cre at Cavite, the fortified seaport town of 
the Island of Luzon. It adds that 150 pris- 
oners revolted, killed six soldiers, seized 
arms, and tried to raise the native inhabit- 
ants against the garrison. The revolters 
were shot down in the streets and a general 
massacre followed during the night. Scores 
of corpses were picked up and many of the 
prisoners who were recaptured were shot 
the following morning.

IRRIGATION CONGRESS 18 IN SESSION. | 


Men Interested in Water Supplies as 
Adapted to Agriculture Meet 
at Phoenix, Ari. 


Pheenix, Ari., Dec. 15.—The National Irri- 
gation Congress has,broeught to Phenix 
about 1,000 visitors, nearly all men inter- 
ested in water storage and its distribution 
and representing twenty-seven States. The 
first day’s session was effective and plans 
are now maturing for the organization of the 
congress on new lines better suited to the 
work of legislation.

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Sherman and ‘Allison Will Not Leave

Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—(New York 
Sun.J}—Chairman Hanna has gone back to 
Cleveland after spending six and a half busy 


| days in Washington, and the question that 


the politicians are now asking themselves is: 
‘* What did he accomplish towards assisting 
the President-elect to construct a Cabinet?" 
Mr. Hanna himself says he was not en- 
gaged in Cabinet making in Washington, but 
that his time was all taken up in arranging 
getails of the inauguration ceremonies, es- 
tablishing permanent RepuDlican headquar- 
ters, talking informally with Republican 
leaders about party legislation in the next 
Congress, receiving taffy, and eating din- 
ners, 

When Mr. Hanna left Ohio for Washing- 
ton it was widely reported that the real ob- 
ject of his visit was to offer the portfolio of 
Secretary of State or Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to Senator Sherman, with an agreement 
that the vacancy caused in the Senate by his 
retirement would be filled by the election of 
Mr. Hanna. But immediately upon his ar- 
yival Mr. Hanna said he was’ sot commis- 
éloned to make any proposition whatever to 
Mr. Sherman, and added that the relations 
between the Ohio Senator and the President-

Mr. Hanna 
saw Mr. Sherman several times while he 
was here, but they had no formal private 
comference..

Sherman Not Likely for the Cabinet. 


Senator Sherman is very reticent on the 
subject himself, but his closest friends re- 
gard it as very unlikely that he would leave 
the Senate to take a place in the Cabinet. 
He is in his seventy-fourth year, and hardly 
vigorous enough, mentally or physically, to 
assume the arduous task of managing the 
affairs of the Treaury Department, which be 
found onerous enough twenty years ago. 
Those who know Mr. Sherman best think it 
stil less likely that he will be asked to ac- 
cept the Secretaryship of State. The Ohio 
Senator is regarded as a very able man and 
especially qualified for handling great finan- 
cial questions, but even his warmest admir- 
ers do not claim for him the qualifications 
that would make him a brilliant successor to 
such men as James G. Blaine and Richard 
Olney... It is the settled opinion in Washing- 
ton that Mr. Sherman will not leave the 
Senate to go into the Cabinet. 

As regards his own probable appointment, 
Mr. Hanna talked frankly and freely with 
more than a score of the hundreds of Re- 
publicdns whom he saw while here. To 
them all he said emphatically that he has 
no taste for public office; that he is not 
fitted by training or business habits for it, 
and that, moreover, his private business 
affairs are such that he cannot well afford 
to give them up entirely, as he would be 
compelled to do if he should accept the office 
of Secretary of the Treasury, the only Cab- 
inet place with which his name has been 
connected. It is well known, however, that 
Mr. Hanna's family do not look with dis- 
favor upon the idea of living in Washington 
during the next administration, and while 
his inelinations are all opposed to his taking 
a Cabinet place, it is not certain that he will 
not do so. 


Allison Out of It. 


All serious talk about the probable ap- 
pointment of Senator Allison of lowa has 
ceased, because his friends have caused the 
fact to be known that he would not consent 
to resign the full term in the Scnate, to 
‘Which he has just been reélected, io take a 
‘four years’ term in the Cabinet. Mr, Alli- 
son has twice declined the Secretaryship of 
the Treasury, and, knowing that he would 
not accept that place if asked, the Cabinet 
makers have now put hifm down as Secre- 
tary of State. There is no reason for be- 
lieving that the President-elect ias him on 
his slate or that Mr. Allison does not mean 
what he says in declaring that he would not 
leave the Senate to go into the Cabinet. 

The case is about the same with Represent- 
ative Dingley.gexcept that he wiil in the 
end do as his"friend, the President-elect, 
wants him to. He had a long talk with Mr. 
McKinley at Canton just before Congress 
met, and has had several conversations with 
Chairman Hanna during the last few days. 
These facts formed the basis for the con- 
fident epredictions that. he will be Secretary 
of the Treasury, but they are made in spite 
of Mr. Dingiey’s protestations that his only 
political ambition is to remain at the head 
of the Ways and Means committee and be- 
comégthe author of a Dingley tariff law. 
It was undoubtedly with the knowledge of 
Mr. Dingley’s desire of remaining in Con- 
gress that Representative Barreit intro- 
duced a bill providing that the Cabinet 
should be chosen from the two Houses of 
Congress, who should not lose ibcir mem- 
bership therein. Mr. Dingley’s tastes are 
for a Congressionai life, but he will yield if 
necessary. 


Aldrich a Possibility. 


It is somewhat remarkable that the New 
England man who stands as conspicuously 
in the line of Cabinet possibilities as any has 
not been mentioned as a probable Secretary 
of the Treasury. This is Senator Aldrich of 
thode Island, the recognized tariff expert 
of Congress. He is as much the author of 
the tariff law of 1890 as Mr. McKinley. He 
personally did most of the work in revising 
the schedules after the bill had passed the 
House, and wrote with his own hand the 
original draft of the reciprocity sections of 
the law. He has spent many years in the 
study of the science of tariff-making, and 
is generally recognized as a man of unusual 
ability. Mr. Aldrich; moreover, has long 
gesired to leave the Senate, and would have 
fone so at the expiration of his last term 
but for the political complications in Rhode 
Island. The post of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is as apt to be offered him as any man 
who has yet been mentioned, His selection 
of that of Mr. Dingley would, of course, put 
an end to the ambitions of Chairman Bou- 
telle of the Naval committee to be Secretary 
of the Navy, a place which his friends think 
he is entitled to by reaspn of his persistent 
Gevotion to McKinley's political fortunes. 
Mr. Aldrich was an AlHson man before the 
St. Louis convention. Since that time he has 
been a McKinley man. 

The name of no man is kept more con- 
stantly on all the Cabinet slates than that 
of Gen. Russell A. Alger of Michigan, and 
yet there seems to be no evidence of the re- 
peated statement that his appointment as 
Secretary of War has already been decided 
upon. Gen. Alger is an old and intimate 
friend of Maj. McKinley. He has enter- 
tained the President-elect and his family at 
his home on many occasions, has given him 
the use of his private car in traveling about 
the country, and was moreover the author of 
the popular campaign trip of the Union Gen- 
erals through the various doubtful States. 
There is a sequel to this novel Campaign trip, 
however, that has caused some ill feeling be- 
tween Gen. Aiger and the National commit- 
tee. It is reported that Chairman Hanna 
and the Executive committee understood 
that this trip, which was organized by Gen. 
Alger, was to have been paid for by him. A 
bill was presented to the committee, how- 
ever, for $47,000, and there has: been some 
trouble in having it audited. The Michigan 
Republicans, even those who have been an- 
tagonistic to Gen. Alger in the past, are now 
unanimous in recommending him for ap- 
pointment. The Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress have written to the Presi- 
dent-elect in his behalf, and a number of the 
leading Republicans of the State made a trip 
to Canton last week to formally present his 
name. Ex-Senator Palmer of Michigan, who 
was kept out of a place in President Harri- 
son's Cabinet by Gen. Alger'’s opposition, 
was here a few days ago and sa¥s he will put 
no straw in the pathway of his former polit- 
ical opponent, but will turn the other eheek 
to him. Govy.-elect Pingree is the only act- 
ive opponent. in Michigan that Gen. Alger 
now has in the Republican party, but it is not 
thought that he can make his opposition 
forceful. The Michigan Republicans share 
the general belief that Gen. Alger will be 
made Secretary of War, but men to whom 
‘Mr. Hanna has talked while here say that 
there are insurmountable reasons why Mc- 
Kinley cannot appoint him.

CONFERENCE OF FREE SILVER MEN. 


Arranging Details for a Convention of 
16 to 1 Advocates. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—A meeting of 
the officers and Executive committee of the 
American Bimetallic Union hegan here to- 
day, its purpose being to devise ways and 
means to continue work in behalf of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and incidentally to arrange 
for the resumption of the publication of 
the National Bimetallist, the organ of the 
union. The paramount business of the meet- 
ing is to arrange the details for a convention 
of silver leaders throughout the country 
with a view to the inauguration of a com- 
prehensive organization in behalf of silver. 
It is said to be the desire of at least some 
of the officers of the union to call together 
in this convention the officers of all of the 
State silver organizations, including the sil- 
ver Populist leaders and the ablest men 
generally in the white metal movement, and 
perfect a plan of operations to be begun in 
the near future and continue at least through 
the campaign of 1900, 


NOVEMBER IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


Increase of Exports for Last Eleven 
Months Is 8164,000,000, 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The monthly 
statement of the imports and exports of the 
United States for the month of November, 
issued by the Bureau of Statistics, shows the 
exports of domestic merchandise during the 
month to have heen $107,840,877, as com- 
pared with $85,152,500 for November, 1895. 
During the last eleven months the increase 
was $164,000,000. The imports of merchan- 
dise during November amounted to $50,033,- 
052, of which $27,821,053 was free of duty. 
The imports of merchandise for the month 
amount to about $13,000,000 and for the 
eleven months $117,000,000. The exports of 
gold during November amounted to $423,309. 
against $14,059,497 for November, 1895, and 
the imports $7,347,547, against $501,500 for 
November, 1895. The exports of silver dur- 
ing the month aggregated $4,074,411, against 
$5,414,559 for the same month last year. 
The imports of silver during the month 
amounted to $1,776,609 and for the corre- 

sponding month last year $1,030,023.

ACTION ON PACIFIC RAILWAY BILLS. 
Senate Committee Decides to Bring 

Them to the Attention of Congress. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Pacific Railways today agreed 
that in view of the fact that the mortgages 
on the Union Pacific and Central Pacific are 
now practically due, it was important to se- 
cure the action of Congress at the earlicst 
practicable date. 

Senator Morgan was the only Senator 
present who dissented ‘from this view, and 
he said that he did not desire delay. He 
expressed the opinion, however, that further 
testimony should be taken. He Was over- 
ruled on this point. 

The committee decided to ask for a day 
for the Sioux City bill immediately after the 
disposal of the immigration bill and to make 
an effort to get up the, Union Pacific and 
Central Pacific bills immediately after the 
Christmas recess, providing Senator White 
of California shall have arrived in the mean- 
time. The committee agreed not to press 
these bills in his absence. 


Pacific Sinking Fuand. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury today announced that sealed 
proposals for the purchase of $2,780,000 first 
mortgage bonds of the Central Pacific, Union 
Pacific, and Kansas Pacific railroads, now 
constituting a part of the sinking fund of 
the Central Pacific railroad. will be received 
at the Treasury Department office of the 
Secretary until 12 o'clock m, on Dec. 21, 
1896. The bonds will bz sold with all interest 
accrued and unpaid thereon. 


indians Want Statehood. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—A fund of 
$25,000 has been raised by the Creeks, Choc- 
taws, and Cherokees for a lobby to prevent 
a Territorial government for Indian Terri- 
tory. They are willing to have their lands 
allotted under a State government, and will 
make no opposition if Indian Territory is in- 
cluded in the State of Oklahoma.

Company for Use on Kearsarge and 
Kentucky Wil Have to Be Rejected 
—Material for Illinois te Be Inves- 
tigated—Piate That Should 
' Double Snaps at Piret Pressure, 


Newport News, Va., Dec. 15.—Net results 
of the experiments of the board which is in- 


| véstigating battleship stee] may be summed . 


up briefly as equivalent to the condemna- 
tion of nearly the whole amount now stacked 
up in the Newport News Shipbuilding com- 
pany’s yard. Six out of twelve test pieces 
which should have: been folded back on the 
vessels without breaking either broke short 
off as readily as cast-iron or tore apart with 
less brittleness, but none the less certain 
evidence of failing to meet the contract re- 
quirements. 

Such wholesale failure has,caused the 
board to go extensively into testing other 
plates, and eighty-four test pleces have been 
marked out of plates-ranging between those 
weighing ten pounds and those weighing 
twenty-five pounds to the square foot. On 
Thursday and Friday pulling tests will be 
made at the Norfolk Navy-Yard and the 
board will probably complete its labors on 
Saturday. 

So startling have been the discoveries that 
they go beyond the Kearsarge and the Ken- 
tucky steel. It is said that, although the 
contract requirements for the Illinois, the 
battleship latest awarded to the Newport 
News company, were not in some respects 
quite as rigid as those in the contracts for 
the Kearsarge and the Kentucky, there is 
no certainty that the steel already sent here 
oy the Illinois will come up to the specifica- 
tions. ; 

May Investigate the Iilinois. 

The present board, being on the spot, might 
also be ordered to investigate the Illinois’ 
steel, in which case no further-work would 
be done on that vessel until there was a cer- 
tainty that she would be constructed of sat- 
isfactory material. 

One of the requirements of the contracts 
for structural steel for battleships is that 
the metal.shall be submitted to what is 
known as the quenching test. Each speci- 
men, after having been heated to a cherry 
red, is plunged into water having the tem- 
perature of 82° Fahrenheit. Then the strip 
must be capable of bending 180°—that is, 
doubling back on itself until the space be- 
tween the two parts is no greater than the 
thickness of the plate, 

Chief Engineer Smith and a naval con- 
structor conducted the test... Tweive strips 
of steel were heated. The plates from which 
they were taken were chosen in the same 
way as those that were broken on Thursday, 
part being from bottom and part from 
bracket plates. The strips were numbered. 
from seven to eighteen, inclusive, for identifi- 
cation. After they had been plunged in the 
water and thoroughly cooled they were 
taken to a powerful hydraulic bending ma- 
chine, 

The bending machine consisted of a heavy 
steel mass V shaped along its lower edge, 
ray ig wr over a similarly shaped trough 
in the base of the machine. Large hydraulic 
cylinders, one at each end, having a com- 


pressing power of nearly 100 tons each, } 


moved the bending beam up or down as de- 
sired. The twelve strips of metal that had 
been passed through the quenching process 
were laid across the V-shaped trqugh and 
the men at the hydraulic levers received the 
word to bring the bending beam down. 
Snapped Without Bending. 

Hardly had the ponderous masse touched 
the specimen. pieces ere the two numbered 
15 and 16 snapped with a sharp, ringing re- 
port, without having bent at all. As the 
beam sank lower two other clear clicks were 
heard. The beam, when lifted, showed two 
strips separated, the fragments having 
sprung,up and away from the groove. Two 
pieces numbered 10 and 14 were broken 
through, so that the parts barely hung to- 
gether, and eight pieces bent at right angles 
without breaking. 

The radius of the curvé at the bend) was 
abeut one inch, showing a very easy stress 
on the metal. Specimens numbered 15 and 
16 were sheared from the bracket plates and 
No. 1 from a bottom plate. 

The half-way bent strips were then taken 
to another machine in which a massive post 
was moved horizontally upon a solid founda- 
tion until it met another similiar post. One 
of the strips was placed between these two 
resistless squeezers and the hydraulic pres- 
sure was put upon the movable post. As it 
moved up to its opposite, the steel strip was 
shut up like closing the blade of a knife. A 
rod just as thick as the strip itself was in- 
serted at the jaw of the bend-and another 
between the two ends as they approached 
each other. 

Result of the Test. 

When the two parts touched the rods the 
pressure was taken off and the test Was com- 
plete. When all had been tested it was 
found that No. ?), taken from the same plate 
as No. 10, already broken, was cracked very 
badly nearly the whole width of the bend. 
No. 12 was also cracked at the sides of the 
bend. The remaining six pieces showed no 
fracture. 

Out of the dozen specimens tested, there- 
fore, four had shown a brittleness so ex- 
traordinary as to raise doubts whether their 
chemical qualities could be otherwise than 
dangerously bad, The other specimens were 
cracked before the bending was completed, 
showing brittleness probably from over- 
carbonization or the pressure of phos- 
phorous. Im other words, half the speci- 
mens failed to come up to the government 
requirements. 

The board held a private consultation, at 
the end of which the following couclusion 
was reached: Specimens are to be taken 
from upward of seventy plates on Wednes- 
day next. The board will reconvene at the 
Newport News Shipyard to prosecute fur- 
ther tests, and on Thursday and Friday the 
specimens will be pulled at the Norfolk 
Navy- Yard.

It 
will mot be accepted by the city until it is 
satisfactory.

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AMERICAN FEDERATION: OF LABOR 
REFUSES HIS CREDENTIALS. 


By a Vote of 10 to 1 the Convention 
Decides He Is Unfit to Sit as a Del- 
egate in Its Councils—Most Exciting 
Session in the History of the Organ- 
ization — Alleged That Pomeroy 
Threatened the Life of Harry Lioyd 
of Boston. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 15.—[{Special.}-—Will- 
jam C. Pomeroy has been officially branded 
as°a man unfit to sit as a delegate in the 
gouncils of the American Federation of La- 
bor. His credentials have been rejected, the 
action being the result of a two days’ debate 
and deliberation. Following an all-night 
session of the Credentials committee the 
convention debated all day, and at the con- 
clusion of the most exciting session in the 
history of the organization the credentials 
were rejected by a vote of about ten to one, 

Tonight Pomeroy is threatened with arrest 
for the alleged serving of a formal notice 
on Harry Lioyd of Boston, one of the leaders 
of his enemies, to the effect that he would 
kill him on sight. The message reached 
Mr. Lioyd in. the middle of the afternoon, 
during the heat of the debate. It was de- 
livered by a man who said he came direct 
from Pomeroy’s room. President Gompers 
and P. J. Maguire were present when the 
message was delivered. Pomeroy denied 
that he sent it. People who know the prin- 
cipal parties declare trouble is imminent, 
and it is believed that a shooting affray 
might have already taken place but for the 
fact that Pomeroy is confined to his bed at 
the Dennison Hotel as the result of a fall, 
from which he sustained a badly sprained 
ankle. The accident occurred at an early 
hour this morning. 

When the Credentials committee visited 
him at his room today to hear his reply to 
the charges made against him it is said that 
he threatened to shoot a.member of the com- 
gnittee. This charge was made on the ficor 
af the convention this afternoon by Com- 
mitteemen Warner and O’Dontell. Pomeroy 
also denies this charge. The greatest ex- 
acitement prevails among the delegates, and 
Lloyd has been advised to arm hfmeelf. 


Call the Attack Cowardly. 


Poméroy’s friends declare the attack made 
on him on the floor of the convention was 
cowardly, and that many of the charges 
would not have been made and could not 
have been sustained had it been possible for 
him to be present in his own defense. Few of 
the delegates attempted to defend’ him, but 
among them were some of the most influen- 
tial men in the organization, including Hen- 
ry Weisman of New York, who is credited 
with being the greatest orator in the Amer- 
ican labor movement. 

James Duncan, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Board of the American Federation, 
also spoke im Pomeroy’s defense, and intro- 
duced a resolution that he be seated and 
that the whole matter be referred to the 
organization which he sought to represent. 
John F. O’Sullivan, Chairman of the Cre- 
dential committee, was in favor of Pomeroy. 
The voting in committee stood four to one. 
Pomeroy’s friends declared that the fight 
against him was due entirely to his politics 
and his active part as a sound money sup- 
porter in the recent campaign. They ad- 
mitted he was at fault in signing his name 
with his official title to a political docu- 
ment, and declared that his punishment in 
being forced to resign his commission as 
General Organizer of the federation was 
sufficient for the fault he had committed. 
The charges against him preferred by the 
or Feredation of Labor officials fell 

at. 

Pomeroy’s friends declared they were used 
simply as a blind to hide the political at- 
tack. Henry Welsman warned the federa- 
tion that its action in regard to Pomeroy 
was the most serious mistake it could con- 
template; that it was tinged with politics 
and cowardice; that it was in direct opposi- 
tion to the federation’s declaration against 
political action. Delegates O'Sullivan, Dun- 
can, and others declared it was an attempt 
to restrict free speech and freedom in polit- 
ical matters. 


P. J. MeGuire Presides. 


P. J. McGuire, presided. in the absence of 
President Gompers. At the morning session 
the Auditing committee reported the ac- 
counts of the officers to be correct. The tin 
and sheet iron workers’ dispute was re- 
ferred to the Grievance committee without 
debate. Several delegates who were not 
seated yesterday were admitted on the report 
of the Credentials committee, and the Pome- 
roy matter was then taken up. It was an- 
nounced that he was unable to appear, owing 
to his injury. The committee was instructed 
to wait upon him at the hotel, and to return 
a full report by tomorrow. 

In the afternoon session a proposition to 
go into executive session to consider the 
Pomeroy case was defeated. The Creden- 
tials committee then reported its recom- 
mendation that the whole matter be probed 
in the convention., Delegate Morrison of 
Chicago at once moved that Pomeroy’s cre- 


tion not being in proper form it was ruled 
out. Several delegates protested that such 
action would be unfair. David Kreyling of 
St. Louls moved that the committee's re- 
port be accepted and that Pomeroy’s cre- 
dentials be rejected. The charges were or- 
dered read, and the fight was on. 

Detegate O’ Donnell said that while he was 
in favor of barring Pomeroy out’ of the 
labor movement he wished to give him a fair 
chance to defend himself’. Considerable de- 
bate followed, showing that the charges 
against him made by the Illinois Federation 
were obscure. The Secretary announced in 
reply to a question that Pomeroy’s commis- 
sion as Organizer has been revoked. 

Weisman Speaks for Pomeroy. 


Delegate Weisman of New York was given 
the floor. He declared the attack on Pom- 
eroy was an ingenious attempt to put the 
federation on record in political actions. He 
said it was a petty political fight, in which 
the federation was not interested. Pomeroy 
had been charged with embezzlement, but 
the charge had not been proven. He there- 
fore challenged the opposition to a square 
fight on the question of personal privilege 
in political action. He said the same set of 
men attempted last year to pledge the fed- 
eration to socialistic ideas, and that Pomeroy 
was foremost in their defeat, and when the 
silver question came up Pomeroy was again 
on the other side; he believed the whole at- 
tack was of political origin. 

Delegate. Morrison of Chicago declared 
Pomeroy had been denounced in Chicago and 
stripped of his power by the State Federa- 
tion and Executive Board of the American 
Federation. It had been said that Pomeroy 
had the power to control the federation and 
its executive officers. He wished the action 
to the convention to refute the statement, 
and to condemn Pomeroy to exclusion from 
the labor movement. He declared Pomeroy 
had sold his power for a price; that he had 
broken contracts, defrauded labor organiza- 
tions, and wrecked trade unions. 
Pomeroy’s Enemies Have Full Swing. 

Pomeroy’s enemies were given full swing. 
Had he been present to defend himself the 
yote would have been much closer. Many 
of those present had been connected with 
him in the labor movement for years. Bit- 
ter attacks were made upon him by Treas- 
urer Lennon, Delegates Woodberry of II- 
linois. Thomas I. Kidd of Chicago, David 
Kreyling, Delong, Henry Lloyd, MeNeil, and 
Yarnell of Cripple Creek. He was called a 
boodler, self-confessed crook, and many 
other hard names which, it is said, might 
not have been used had he been present. 
Henry Lloyd said: 

‘‘We must purge ourselves of such dema- 
gogues and political crooks, who are hang- 
ing on our skirts. If the convention accepts 
Pomeroy’s credentials it reflects discredit on 
its Executive Board. When Pomeroy first 
appeared before our organization in Bir- 
mingham, Ala., he carried eignt sets of 
bogus credentials in his pocket. President 
Gompers refused to allow him the privilege 
of the floor. His record is replete with acts 
of dishonesty. He must be thrown out of 
the labor movement for all time.”’

The first 
President was William H, Brown, 
Tribute to the Founders, 

Mr. Mason of the many temporary 
homes the ety had since its formation, 
and paid a fitting tribute to the men whose 
zeal in its welfare had resulted in such a 
substantial growth. Aone Shas men was 
William Barry, his work g& of such a 
character that there was ample warrant 
for assigning to his portrait the most prom- 
inent position in the new hall, and for placing 
beneath it the well deserved inscription, 
‘“*Founder of the Chicago Historical So- 


clety.’’ 

“Mr. Barry,” said President Mason, “ was 
ever the leading spirit. He made tours 
through the State to examine and report upon 
its archeeological remains, to interview and 
preserve the recollection of its plenenes, and 
to collect material for its history. He 
traveled widely elsewhere, always with this 
one purpose in view. He conducted all the 
affairs of the society, and yet found time to 
prepare a masterly series of annual reports, 
which, if we judge from the few 
which have been preserved, show a 
knowledge of history, a comprehen- 
sion of the field which this society should oc- 
cupy, and an anticipation of the historical 
work which has since been accomplished in 
and concerning the Northwest which are cer- 
tainly remarkable.” 


History of the Bulldings. 


A considerable portion of Mr. Mason’s 
address was given over to a history of the 
operations attending the buildings con- 
structed for and by the society for the 
preservation of its valuable records. The 
first of these was finished in the fall of 1868, 
and occupied the site of the present build- 
ing, formerly thé homestead of Isaac N. 
Arnold. It was a brick building trimmed 
with stone, and was dedicated Nov. 19, 1868. 
Speaking of the conditions at that time Mr. 
Mason said: 

‘The society surely had reason to con- 

tulate itself that in the short space of 
twelve years it had become the owner of 
this fine corner with a handsome new builld- 
ing, and a library then comprising over 
one hundred thousand numbers, of which 
15,000 were bound volumes, 72,000 pamphlets, 
1,700 files of newspapers, 4,600 manuscripts, 
and the remainder maps, charts, prints, etc. 

“We have no complete record of what 
these treasures consisted, but we learn from 
Mr. Arnold's address at the dedication that 
they comprised a nearly complete collection: 
of the documents and publications of the 
United States Government in every depart- 
ment ‘from its organization down to that 
time, and of the Territorial and State Gov- 
ernments of Illinois, including all the laws, 
journals, and records of every department. 
Some of these Territorial Statutes are now 
are that $200 has been offered for a singie 
volume, 


Colonial and Territorial Documents. 


“ There were also large collections of the 
documents of the Northwestern Territories 
and States, and of the original colonies, in- 
cluding those of Virginia for 200 years, of 
Massachusetts from the beginning, and so 
on. A good foundation had been laid for a 
full collection of early American history, 
of the early history of the West, and of Ca- 
nadian history. Mr. Barry had given special 
attention to the anti-slavery movement and 
the war of the rebellion, and had gathered a 
greater amount of material on these two 
subjects than was known to exist in any 
other library. 

** It is sad to think that all these books and 
papers, with the additional accumulations 
of the next three years, were utterly con- 
sumed in the great fire of 1871. The society’s 
building, which was thowght to be so thor- 
oughly fireproof that the people tn the neigh- 
borhood brought their household goods to it 
as a place of absolute safety, ylelded to the 
flames so rapidly that Col. Samuel Stone 
nearly lost his life in a vain attempt to save 
the original Emancipation Proclamation of 
President Lincoln. This was the most pre- 
cious of the treasures thus destroyed.”’ 


The fire of July 14, 1874, again burned out - 


the society, which had in the meantime 
moved to a building occupying the present 
site of the Auditorium. Three years later a 
plain one-story brick building was erected on 
the North Side lot, which was the home of 
the society until August, 1892, when it was 
demolished to make room for the present 
structure, which Mr. Masbdn described in 
considerable detail, both as to building and 
contents. 
In Memory of Contributors, 


Concluding, Mr. Mason said: 

“ There is a roll which deseryes to be com- 
memorated hefe.

Dr. N. SS. Davis’ Remarks. 


President Mason was followed by Dr. N. 
S. Davis, who said he could hardly hope to 
add anything of interest. There were, he 
said, epochs in the progress of all enlight- 
ened States. The development of Chicago's 
material interests had been remarkable, but 
it was many years ago since the minds of the 
men who made Chicago turned to her up- 
building. He reviewed briefly the leading 
incidents of the last forty ears affecting 
the society. 

Three classes of men, he said, were neces- 
sary to the upbuilding of the association, 
the last of which was composed of active and 
enthusiast!: workers. In this connection Dr. 
Davis paid ajribute to the men who had done 
so much for the society in the way of prac- 
tical work. Among these men he mentioned 
ex-Secretaries Hagar and Moses. 

Dr. Davis referred to the many interesting 
events of the past to which the Historical 
Society had been a party, including the pub- 
lic improvements brought about through the 
direct work of its members. 

The period from 1850. to 1860, he thought, 
was the most remarkable in the history of 
the city by reason of the number of institu- 
tions founded, not for profit, but for the up- 
lifting and education of the people. The 
list included many schools, hospitals, and 
societies. Every citizen owed a part of his 
time and money for their perpetuation. 

George E. Adams then spoke of the future 
of the society, saying that it depended large- 
ly on what such men as Dr. Davis and Mr. 
Mason had done for it ig the past. If by 
the mere expression of a wish the future 
could be made it would be a simple thing; 
the wish might be for a larger collection, 
but not a more beautiful building. The so- 
clety would be an institution of learning, 
complete in itself. It should be a member 
of the Associated Libraries of Chicago. As 


‘the big libraries were unlike each other in 


the field they covered, so the Historical So- 
ciety was unlike anything else in the city. 

He wanted the society lecture-room to be 
used for a university extension course, Chi- 
cago was to be a great educational center, 
and in this the Historical Society had a large 
part. 

The American ‘character, he said, was not 
yet formed. No one could draw a picture 
of the typical twentieth century man, but 
its formation and development depended 
largely on the educational advantages 
given the people. It required 100 vears in 
England to reach great results, but the same 
might be reached here ina generation. hi- 
cago, certainly, was destined to be the typi- 
eal American city, and on Chicago depended 
largely the intellectual and artistic develop- 
ment of America. 

Following the speeches supper was served.

Commonwealth Alone Has the Right 
to Grant Franchises to Electric 
Railways and Other Eaterprises— 
Louts Hutt, an Ex-Member of the 
Board, Declarés That Construction 
Should Be Enjoitned—Moloney Is 
Surprised—New Lines’ Plans. 


Gov. Altgeld denies the right of the Canal 
Commissioners to grant the.franchise which 
they have bestowed upon Warren C. Riale 
and Vincent J. Duncan to construct and 
operate an electric railroad along the tow- 
path of the Michigan and Illinois Canal be- 
tween Joliet and La Salle, a distance of 
sixty-two miles. 

“I can’t believe they have done it,” he 
said, ‘for they have no right to grant such 
a franchise. That belongs only to the State. 
The duties of the Commissioners extend to 
a control and supervision of the canal prop- 


they have the right to grant any such fran- 
chise as that referred to.” 

The Governor would not say what State 
officials had the power to act in the matter, 
declaring that an examination of the stat- 
utes would determine that. He was evi- 
dently worried over the matter, however, 
and evaded every added question regarding 
the transaction by saying he did not believe 
it had been consummated as stated. 

Attorney-General Moloney said while he 
was not prepared to express a positive opin- 
ion as to the right of the Canal Board to 
grant the franchise in question he was in- 
clined to doubt its power to act as it did 
in the matter. 

‘The original act of Congress granting 
the land,”’ he said, “ specifically stated it 
was to be used for navigation purposes only, 
and was not to be diverted for any other 
uses. Unless the Legislature specifically 
provided further uses I should say they were 
clearly ‘outside their authority in acting as 
they did." 


Hatt Thinks It Pecnilar. 

Ex-Canal Commissioner Louls Hutt also 
declared the Commissioners had no power 
to grant any such franchise and that in- 
junction proceedings should be commenced 
against them. He also said the $1,000 a year 
which the State is to receive for the twenty 
years during which the franchise is to run 
is ridiculously low, and tnat $50,000 a year 
is not too small a sum for the exceedingly 
valuable rights acquired. He was not at all 
backward in saying the entire transaction 
bore a peculiar look. 

The secrecy preserved throughout the en- 
tire proceedings by all the parties interested 
in the matter was the subject of much com- 
ment yesterday. That an agreement should 
be made, to say nothing regarding the pro- 
ceedings in a matter where such public in- 
or are involved was regarded as pe- 
cullar.

Cannon Does the Rest. 

On Monday Riale and Duncgn affixed 
their signatures to tha contract in Gilbert 
and Duncan’s office, and early yesterday 
morning Thomas Cannon, the Secretary of 
the board, who had been authorized to sign 
in behalf of the Commissioners, left for 
Lockport, where he affixed the seal of the 
State to the contract. It was not until.yes- 
terday morning the public was given any 
inkling regarding it. The paper printing it 
is the one for which Cannon says he is te 
be the Springfield correspondent. 

Excellent Bargain fer Some One. 

The property along the canal upon which 
the road is to be constructed furnishes an 
ideal road bed. For the greater part it is 
composed of gravel, is packed hard, and so 
level little grading will be necessary to put 
it in excellent shape for the purpose for 
which it will be used. When the further 
fact that the franchise carries with it the 
use of the water power of the canal, as well 
as the coal to be readily found along the 
way, it becomes apparent that an excellent 
bargain has been made in the matter. 

There is no restriction regarding the,kind 
of business which is to be done over the 
road, so that it may be employed for trans- 
porting freight as well as passengers. Thir- 
ty feet is required for a double track, and 
the grantees modestly asked for the priv- 
ilege of grading fifteen feet additional along 
the towpath. They also asked to be allowed 
to use the spoil banks along the canal for 
the purpose of helping them in grading their 
right of way. 

Small Revenue to the State. 

By the terms of their contract they are to 
pay the St@te $15 per mile for the first six 
years of their lease, which will aggregate 
$5,580 for the entire period. For the second 
term of tix years they are to pay $20 a mile, 
or $7,440 altogether, and for the last eight 
years $25 a mile, or $9,800. For the whole 
period they pay $22,320, which ex-Canal Cém- 
missioner Hutt declares is not adequate pay 
for one year. 

It is said that the ultimate purpose is to 
connect this line with one running from Chi- 
cago; and that persons interested in the 
Chicago property are behind this deal. The 
line for which the franchise was granted 
will pass through the Towns ef Utica, Mar- 
seilles, Ottawa, Dresden, Morris, Au Sable, 
and Channahon, with terminal points at 
Joliet and La Salle. 


Hutt Talks of an Inquiry. 
‘Ex-Commissioner Hutt said yesterday the 

Commissioners had no other power than to 
improve and maintain the canal and had no 
right to bargaim away any such franchise as 
the one in question. He sald: 
, “No matter if there are not many boats 
now being propelled by horses or mules, the 
canal was created as a common carrier and 
every man with a boat drawn by mules has 
an unquestioned right to employ them as 
jong as the canal is the property of the 
State. This transaction should be looked 
into.” 

Duncan Talks of the Road. 

N. J. Duncan, when seen last night at Ot- 
tawa, said: 

“Mr. Riale and myself, with others, will 
incorporate a company with a capital stock 
of $1,000,000, with which to construct and 
operate a road between Joliet and La Salle. 
There is nothing about the transaction to 
conceal, as it is purely a business affair, in 
which we have endeavored to effectuate a 
benefit to the conmmmunity in which we live, 
and by which the Canal Commissioners se- 
cure for the State value received for what- 
ever they have given us. We are given 
three years in which to construct the rail- 
way, but we think we can promise the peo- 
ple of this neighborhood a ride to Starved 
Rock and Deer Park by next midsummer. 

“Does your present plan include the 
operation of the present Ottawa City ralil- 
be 35 ang no. If the proper franchise can 
be secured, and the property of the Genera! 
Electric company is either removed or pur- 
chased at a proper figure, we certainly will 
operate the plant in Ottawa. This is true 
also of the City Electric railway La 
Salle. 

“The statement that the company will 
use the towpath proper is erroneous. The 
plan is to use part of the ninety feet reserve 
on the south bank of the canal, without in- 
terfering in any manner with the State high-

- ‘CUBA MUST BE FREE. 

The full text of the report of the Secre- 
tary of the United States to tue President 
has been received, and as it is upon thia re- 


say abont the Cuban revolution in his mes- 
sage to Congress the statements of Secre- 
tary Olney become of more than ordinary 
interest, It is impossible, indeed, to read 
this section of the report without the con- 
viction that the Secretary of State has made 
the strongest possible case for the revolu- 
tionists and left no excuse for the astonish- 
ing inactivity, if not for the actual playing 
into the hands of Spain, which has char- 
acterized the policy of the administration. 

The Secretary notes that the present in- 
surrection, like that of 1868, was confined at 
the outset to the eastern portion of the 
island, but at an early stage of the war the 
insurgents invaded the populous central and 
western districts and at last effected a 
lodgment in Pinar del Rio, “‘ which has so far 
resisted all efforts of the Spanish forces to 
overcome,’’ A large part of the 2,200 miles 
of coast line is practically in their hands. 
They control, says the report, “ the larger 
part of the internal area of the whole island 
of Cuba from Cape San Antonio to Cape 
Maisi, and enjoy practically unlimited use 
of an equally large part of the coast.” On 
the other hand, the Spanish ‘authority is 
maintained only in the capital cities and the 
seaports. So much for the area of the revo- 
lution. (Even Secretary Olney is forced to 
admit “the present insurrection stands in 
notable contrast with its predecessors both 
as to force and scale of operations.” 

The report also declares that the revolu- 
tionists exceed in numbers any previous or- 
ganization; that better militaty-discipline 
has added to increased strength; that the 
“insurgent armies fairly represent the in- 
telligent aspirations of a large proportion 
of the people of the whole island "’; and that 
“they purpose to wage this contest on these 
better grounds of vantage’to the end, and to 
make the present struggle a supreme test 
of the capacity of the Cuban people to win 
for themselves and their children the heri- 
tage of self-goverhment.” Secretary Olney 
also commends the tactical skill displayed 
by the Cuban leaders. “ When the dispari- 
ty of numbers and the comparatively inde- 
fensible character of the central and west- 
ern Vega country are considered, the pas- 
sage of a considerable force into’ Pinar def 
Rio, followed by its successful maintenance 
there fqr many months, must be regarded 
as a military success of a pronounced char- 
acter.” 

The report dwells in detail upon the violz- 
tions of the rules of civilized warfare, the 
killing and summary execution of non- 
combatants, the arbitrary anarchy which 
distracts the island, the destruction of prop- 
erty, the ruin of American investments, the 
destitution of the agricultural classes, 
among them many citizens of the United 
States, the decrease in the industrial value 
of the island, interferences with the proper- 
ty, persons, vessels, and interests of Amer- 
icans, and in general a state of things at our 
doors alike dangerous to good relations, de- 
structive of legitimate commerce, fatal to 
the internal resources of Cuba; and most 
vexatious and trying because entailing upon 
this government excessive burdens in its 
domestic administration and in its outward 
relations.” 
report says: 

From every accessible indication it is clear that 
the present rebellion is on a far more formidable 
| scale as to numbers, intelligence, and representa- 
tive features than any of the preceding revolts of 
this century; that the corresponding effurt of 
Spain for its repression has been enormously aug- 
mented; and that, despite the constant influx of 
fresh armies and material of war from the metropo- 
jis, the rebellion, after nearly two years of suc- 
céssful resistance, appears today to be in a con- 
dition to prolong indefinitely the contest on its 
present lines.

THE FOUR-CENT FARE ORDINANCE. 

On Monday night the Council passed the 
ordinance requiring the street railroad com- 
panies to sell twenty-five rides for a dollar. 
The vote was 68 to 8. The three were 
Fitch, Kahler, and McCarthy. | 

Among those who voted for the measure 
were some who did so with hesitation. One 
of these was Ald. Judah, who stated during 
the debate that— 

I am in favor of the spirit of the ordinance, but 
think it was badly drawn.and that it will bring 
about litigation involving millions of dollars. 
I think the. Corporation Counsel should have been 
allowed to draw the ordinance. I am in favor of 
lower fares if they can be secured. However, the 
last section is badly drawn and I fear it will make 
the whole ordinance absolutely void, as it repeals 
all ordinances and parts of ordinances ever passed 
in conflict with this ordinance. That would vitiate 
many franchises and the Council cannot do that. 
I fear the whole‘ordinance would be declared un- 
constitutional. 


Ald. Judah is a good lawyer and an Alder- 
man who has the welfare of his constituents 
at heart. So his statements deserve con- 
sideration: His specific objection to the or- 
dinance was cured by an amendment, but 
there. are Other provisions which may need 
* modification. 

The Mayor should look carefully into Ald. 
Judah’s objections to the ordinance before 
signing it, and if he arrives at the conclu-’ 
sion that the ordinance is faultily or loosely 
drawn he should iet the Law Department 
draft the necessary amendments, and then 
return the ordinance to the Council at its 
next meeting. . 

Then the ordinance can be‘ reconsidered 
and the necessary amendments adopted. 
The railroad companies will fight any ordi- 
nance which may be adopted. They will be- 
gin in the lower court and carry the question 
up to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Therefore the city should make no 
blunder at the outset. 

This ordinance is an assertion of the prin- 
ciple that the Council, under the police 
power, can regulate the street railroads, and 
that one Council, corrupt or improvident, 
eannot tie the hands of its successors for 
‘nearly a generation. That principle must 
be presented clearly and plainly to the 
court. The case must not go off on some 
side issue. Hence the importance of start- 
ing right. 

Some Aldermanic objections made to the 
ordinance were contemptible and dishonest. 
It was claimed that if fares were lowered 
the companies would cut the wages of em- 
ployés. Suppose they did. A few con- 
ductors and gripmen would be worse off. 
Hundreds of thousands of working peopie 
would be better off. | 

But there will be no reductions in wages 
for two reasons. If it were tried public 
sentiment would be so strongly against the 
roads that they would be unable to with- 
stand the pressure. The old wages would 
be restored in a day or two. 

In the next place, the roads will make more 
money with the lower fares, for there will 
be so much additional travel. The operat- 
ing expenses will increase somewhat, but 
the receipts will increase more. The roads 
will make more money and the people will 
be able to ride oftener. Both parties will be 
benefited. 

The companies should have lowered fares 
a year ago on their own motion, and not 
have forced the Council to act. The com- 
panies should have done that to make money 
and to please the public. 

They should recognize the fact that the 
five-cent fare was based on the expensive 
operation of horse cars. Steam and electric 
power have cheapened the co# of trans- 
portation immensely, while the rapid growth 
of population has filled the coffers of the 
companies to overflowing. They can afford 
to make a slight concession and it is their 
duty to do so. 

Mayor Swift will disregard the interested 
objections of the McCarthys and the Camp- 
bells, but those of a.lawyer like Mr. Jndah 
stand on a different footing. They should 
be looked into closely. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT'S EXCUSE. 

Assistant Health Commissiéner Reilly 
sent a long report to the Council on Monday 
night on the sanitary condition of the Nine- 
teenth Ward. It contained many valuable 
facts—most of which had appeared previ- 
ously in THe TrRiBpuNeE—and some excellent 
recommendations which should be acted on. 

The report contained also what may have 
been meant as an apology for not having 
brought the frightful state of affairs in the 
Nineteenth Ward to the notice of the Coun- 
cil months ago. It is stated that— 


Dr. Reilly confesses his inability, with the 
present force of ten sanifary inspectors, to look 
after complaints in’ 156 square miles of territory, 
to cope with such évils as the report portrays. 
The department is unable to compel the paving of 
streets and alleys or the filling of low, undrained., 
disease-producing areas, but Dr. Reilly thinks the 
Council should confer these ppwers upon the Health 
Comm iesioner. ‘ 


One would think the Health Department 
had too few men and too much territory. 
But of the 186 square _ referred to 
about 100 are farm lands or territory so 
sparsely settled that no unsanitary condi- 
tions exist there. 

The “ disease-producing areas,” which 
need looking after, are in the old city, and 
are mainly along the river and its branches. 
There are not so many plague spéts but that 
ten men can deal with them if they are the 
right kind of men. 

The Health Department does not need 
more men, but better men. It needs some 
employés who will not wait for ignorant, 
unsanitary people to come in and complain 
‘that their surroundings are unhealthy and 
then trot off to verify their statements, but 
who will go out and discover plague spots 
and then demand that they be abolished. 

The so-called inspectors have eyes, but 
they see not. ‘They have noses, but smell 
not. Tus TRIBUNE reporters, having eyes 
and noses which were in working order, had 
no trouble about discovering the disease- 
producing areas of the Nineteenth arfd other 
wards. But had they staid in the office, 
talked politics, and waited for complajats 
they would have discovered nothing. 

The Health Department insinuates that 
it would like to have more men to inspect 
more closely the corn fields of Jefferson, the 
celery gardens of Lake View, and the cab- 
bage patches of Lake. It would have men 
enough if they were of the right stamp. No 
more work would be done if the present 
forte of political appointees ‘weré quad- 
fupled. 

It is true that the Health Departinent can- 
not compel the paving of streets or the filling 
of low areas. But it has the power to kick 
up a row when these or other necessary 
things are not done by those who have the 
power...

HOPE FOR THE ARID LANDS. 

In last Sunday’s Trisune a detailed 
description of a new scheme for the cultiva- 
tion of the Western arid lands without ir- 
rigation was printed. ‘The method was dis- 
covered by an intelligent, observing South 
Dakota farmer, and proved so successful 
that it has been adopted by many other 
farmers in Kansas and Nebraska, and the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
people are about to set up an experimental 
station for testing the scheme on a large 
seale. The details of the discovery are thus 
stated: 

Three years ago a smart, observing farmer in 


South Dakota found a fine covering or bianket of 
dust on the surface of the soil prevented rapid 


evaporation. This important discovery was made 
in the’ tilling of his kitchen garden. It was a dry 
season, and his own crops and those of his neigh- 
bors cultivated in the usual manner succumbed to 
the drought. The vegetables and corn in his gar- 
den, however, where the cultivation was of a dif- 
ferent order, grew finely, and the yield was large 
despite the scarcity of water. Being a thinker 
this farmer set himself to hunting for the causg, 
One’ of the first things which attracted his atten- 
tion was the difference in the character of ihe sur- 
face soils. That in the garden was fine frum fre- 
quent and thorough working, while that in the 
fields was of the customary broken crust nature. 
He decided to experiment on this line, and arrived 
at the conclusiou that the reduction of the surface 
goil to a dust or powder cut the escape of the 
moisture from the earth to the minimum, as it is 
difileult for even the hottest of summer suns to 
draw off the water by evaporation if the pores of 
the ground gre stopped and choked with a blanket 
of fine dust. It was impossible to cultivate his 
field crops on the garden plan, so his neat move 
wgs to construct a machine for the hoeing of large 
areas of corn which would achieve virtually the 
same results as hand-hoeing in a garden. .To this 
end he first built a sort of rotary, blunt-pointed 
cultivator, the effect of which is to punch or pack 
the ground a few inches below the surface so that a 
considerable quantity of water will be held just 
above the subgoil. Then with another ingeniously 
contrived machine he kept the surface soil always 
in a fine, powdery condition. His theory wus fully 
justified by the outcome, for his crop was in good 
shape all the season and gave a profitable yield, 
while similar crops tilled on the old plan were fail- 
ures. 

Assuming that the above is a correct state- 
ment, and there seems to be no reason to 
doubt it, as numerous other farmers have 
tried the scheme with similar success, the 
South Dakota farmer’s discovery opens up 
a hopeful prospect for making at least the 
semi-arid lands productive. There is a 
strip of country beginning at about the 
S814 degree, extending a distance of a 
hundred or more miles, and stretching north 
and south from the international boundary 
line down through Texas, 1,200 miles or 
more, where there is no certainty of any 
productive outcome to the business of crop- 
raising. A good year may be followed by 
a bad year, and this in turn by only a fairly 
good year, and so on, If this scheme will 
work there will be an area of 100 by 1,000, or 
100,000 square miles, of good soil now de- 
ficient in rainfall, making two States as 
large as Lllinois. If it is carried through 
Texas then the area will be somewhat over 
120,000 square miles. If it turns out that 
the system can be extended over 150 in- 
stead of 100 miles then the area of produc- 
tiveness will be increased to 150,000 square 
miles. This will allow of homes for a million 
people. It would cover just that strip of 
territory in Western Kansas and Nebraska 
from which people are now moving out and 
flocking back East. Such a scheme would 
be just the thing to keep them there and 
build up that territory. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road is about to build an experimental sta- 
tion and give the new scheme a_ thorough 
trial. Its action should be imitated by the 
Northern Pacific, Union Pacific, Kansas 
Pacitic, Rock Island, Northwestern, Santa 
Fé, and other roads traversing that area 
of aridity. It will be to their interest to 
do so, because then they can contribute to 
the population of that area as well as to its 
productiveness. It will add immensely to 
their freightage and to the value of their 
land grant. They ought to place these ex- 
perimental stations every twenty miles 
or so along their lines; and it ought to be 
done next spring before every one has moved 
away from the region. ‘The same scheme 
is also worth trial in California, where they 
have rain or snow in the spring, followed by 
a long. cloudless, rainless season in which 
the crops dry up or prove very uncertain. 
But for the area already described this 
scheme, if successful, will work wonders. 
It the moisture can be retained then farmers 
could tide over the dry season instead of 
after a wet spring having the earth baked 
and cracked by the hot southwest winds. 
It would make the desert blossom and cover 
that unpropitious, hopeless area with happy 


homes.

A ProTectiveE Association of Servant Girls 
has been formed secretly at Sioux City, Ia., 
for the purpose apparently of making the 
unorganized housewives as miserable as pos- 
sible. The girls are alleged to hold weekly 
meetings, at which reports are made of the 
treatment received from mistresses and chil- 
dren, and from these reports a blacklist is 
constructed of families for which members 
of the association are forbidden to work. 
The ordinary interchange of servant girl 
gossip, therefore, Is enlarged into such an 
elaborate systent that the family affairs of 
the community become the subject of general 
comment. The association is yet in its in- 
fancy and has not risen to its great possi- 
bilities. In another week it will have es- 
tablished a schedule of ‘‘ nights out’”’ and 
hours of work, in yet another week it will 
have transferred most of the work to the 
shoulders of the mistresses, and in about the 
third week it will have disbanded because its 
members will have ceased to be servant 
girls owing to peremptory notices to get out. 


| Servant girls notoriously are better treated 


and better remunerated than any other 
class of woman employés of a similar grade 
until they get to forming protective assocla- 
tions, which always result in protection from 
a chance to work.

New York Sun: The collapse of the South 
African mining craze—for the recent contin- 
uous fall in prices now amounts to the burst- 
ing of the wonderful bubble—has had some 
lamentable effects in the fashionable West 

nd of London. The great uninitiated crowd 
of gilded youth and others who got in too 
late has been hit very hard. Many of them 
have been confronted by the actual peril of 
having to work for a living, and many and 
various are the devices to which they are 
reso’ting to escape that dire calamity. Itis 
in the clubs, even the best of them, that the 
advent of evil Gays has produced the most 
erabarrassing effects. Just what they are 
an €xasperated and cynical member of the 
Cariton discloses in a letter to Truth this 
week. Lie writes: 

The West End men, having lost their prestige, 
money, their properties, and their sense of honor, 
are no longer of much use to the financiers of the 
city; they are therefore becoming agents for the 
sale of cigars, wine, horses, estates, pictures, 
sworks of art, agents for life insurance offices, and, 
Indeed, agents for every conceivable commodity. 
Hardly have I entered any of my clubs now but a 
member pulls a cigar artistically out of his case, 
and having insisted upon my sniffing at it, com- 
mences a long disquisition abeut the merits of the 
particular brand, the difficulty of obtaining it, 
and the special facilities which he possesses for 
procuring a limited number of the cigars for my 
consumption. To rid myself of the man I order 
500, and upun his leaving me another man swoops 
down and attempts to unload several dozen of 
‘* exquisite champagne.’ I cough. The cough is 
fatal, fur from every part of the room my fellow- 
members rush at me and urge upon me the im- 
portance of insuring my life. 

But this is not the worst of it. It has been re- 
served for this generation to discover an altogether 
new way of paying old debts. Two-thirds of my 
acgaintances are in debt to their tradesmen, and 
as they cannot pay these claims themselves they 
work off the amount of their indebtedness by in- 
troducing their friends. As I enter the club one 
man looks at me critically, then says: ‘* My dear 
fellow! Where did you get that coat?’’ I tell him. 
He smiles sadly, then assures me that only Rip- 
pem of Bond street can make coats. Somewhat 
discomfited at the discovery, I stroll into the next 
room, when another member comes up and confi- 
dentially—as if he were doing me a favor—says: 
‘‘] gay, old man, you really should not wear those 
hoots. Go to Heel’s, in Piccadilly. I will tell him 
that }ou are coming.’’ It appears that everything 
that I eat, drink, or smoke, everything that I wear, 
and, indeed, everything that I buy, is bad: and 
strangely enough, almost every member of the 
club is prepared to introduce me to different trades- 
men, who will make an altogether new man of me. 

A month or two ago | had some thoughts of mar- 
rying. A younger man than myself was centinu- 
ally in attendance on the lady upon whom I had 
bestowed my affections. Upon consideration it 
appeared to me that the intimacy might increase 
after my marriage, so I gradually estranged myself 
from the lady, You will scarcely believe it, but the 
youth had the impudence to call at my private ad- 
dress to offer to assist me in pressing my atten- 
tions—for a commission! They tell me that the 
women themselves now demand a commission be- 
fore they consider a proposal! 

This is putting the case rather strongly, 
perhaps, but the plight of the victims of the 
South African boom is desperate. The new 
crop of millionaires, whose magnificent or- 
chid-like mansions in Park Lane are near- 
ing completion, is more than ever in eyi- 
dence, but their splendor has been drawn 
from many a fine old tree of English aris- 
tocracy.

Subsequently portio 
cut off, to make up the present States of Col- 
orado and Nevada, and in 1863 the Territer™ 
of Arizona was established, cut off from the 
remaining and larger part of New Mexico. 
The proposition is now made, and is being 
seriously defended, that preparatory to their

and the three made into one State, with a 
land area of about the same size as Texas, 
but with a total population now only one- 
tenth as great.. The new State would start 
under conditions which would give reason- 
able promise of a sufficient increase in the 
future to fulfill public: requirements. The 
admission of the three into the Union as one 
State Would probably forestall much of the 
opposition to the admission of any of them 
separately and would eliminate at last the 
Territories from the Union.

Maceo’s Estimate of Rivera. 

New York, Dec. 14.—The last letter that 
the Cuban Junta in this city received from 
Antonio Maceo curiously contained an esti- 
mate of the qualities of Gen. Ruiz Rivera, 
who, if Maceo has been killed, as is now gen- 
erally admitted, will succeed to that insur- 
rectionist leader’s command, Gen. Maceo 
wrote: 

Rivera is not only brave, tireless, and ind omita- 
ble, but he is a great tactician. -He is a thorough 
soldier and has had military advantages enjoyed 
by but few of the menin my command. He knows 
the map of Cuba as well as the oldest guide and 
can hold Pinar del Rio against the Spanish army 
for ten years if necessary. His ideas of mountain 
fighting have always met with my cordial ap- 
proval, and in those instances where he has been 
compelied to think and act for himself he has 
shown a coolness, a wisdom, and a strategic talent 
even superior to my own. On several! occasions he 
has converted defeat into victory. In others, when 
it looked as if he and a small force were abso- 
lutely shut in by a large army, He has escaped 
without losing a man. 

In establishing his post he has picked out in- 
variably positions that were almost impregnable 
and which at the same time permitted him an 
avenue of escape In case the worst should come to 
the worst. In storing,and concealing munitions 
of. war and camp equipments he has shown a cup- 
ning that at times has made me even laugh. I be- 
lieve he could conceal a regiment of horses inside 
of a Spanish army and keep them undiscovered a 
month. 

He had a great record In the ten years’ war, and 
sinee that time has continued his military studies 
and experience. He is a good organizer and a good 
diseiplinarian, and at the same time is very popu- 
lar with his men. He ts what Is called a “ Yan- 
kee "' in his methods, being very careful of his 
soldiers, cautious of losing life, and extremely 
strict in keeping the weapons of his men in the 
best possible order. It is well to write you of 
these things, because at any moment I am liable 
to be killed by the enemy and some one must take 
my place. If it be Rivera I am certain you will 
have a General of much ability and greatness. 


Selection of the Archbishop .of Can. 
terbury. 

Mr. Labouchere is expressing a good deal 
of indignation over what he describes as “ a 
queer jumble of mummery and profanity ” 
in connection with the election of the new 
Archbishop of Canterbury. Last week the 
dean and chapter of Canterbury went 
through what was, of course, the s0lemn

A Stephenson County View.

ing of Quincy, William A. Richardson of 
Quincy, Richard Yates of Jacksonville, Da- 
vid Davis of Bloomington, Shelby M. Cul- 
lom of Springfield, John M. Palmer of Sprine- 
field, Charles B. Farwell of Chicago. Doutg- 
las and Trumbull removed to Chicago after 
they had been chosen United States Sena- 
tors. Three residents of Springfield have 
been United States Senators and three resi- 
dents of Quincy, and all except Farwell re- 
sided within a short distance of Springfield. 
Out of the twenty-two gentlemen who have 
been chosen United Statee Senators from 
Illinois since Lilinois was admitted into the 
Union as a State only one, C. B. Farwell, 
was a resident of Northern Illinois at the 
time of his election. Both of the United 
States Senators of Illinois now serving, 
Palmer and Cullom, are residents of Spring- 
field. If the members of the Illinois Leg- 
islature from Northern IMineis would unite 
on a candidate they could easily elect some 
gentleman from Northern Illinois.

IN HASTE TO TEST LAW. 


MAYOR SWIFT WILL SIGN THE FOUR- 
CENT FARE ORDINANCE AT ONCE. 


Anxious to Get It Before the Courts So 
as to Secure a Speedy Decision—c. 
T. Yerkes Refuses to Discuss Legal 
Aspects of the Measure—Says Its 
Honesty Spenks for Itself—L. C. 
Bogpney Favors it—Im the Stock 
Market. 


Before the next meeting of the Council 
Mayor Swift will have signed the four-cent- 
street-car-fare ordinance, which goes into 
effect on Jan. 4. 

He said yesterday he would sign the ordi- 
nance as soon as it reached him. 

“IT made up my mind some time ago that 
this matter demanded a final settlement,” 
said the Mayor, “‘ and that the only way to 
secure that would be to let the question go 
into the courts for adjudication. My chief 
object now will be to see that it gets into 
the courts as‘early as possible, and that 
there is as little delay as may be in securing 
a decision, I shall see Corporation Counsel 
Beale tomorrow with this end in view. | 


Would Avoid a Clash. 

‘“T am anxious that the decision shall be 
reached at an early date that there may be 
no clashing between the people and the com- 
panies. This might arise if some person 
asked a conductor for six tickets for 26 
eents, for instance, and the conductor re- 
fused. If the man then refused to pay his 
fare others would probably take sides with 
him. The car would be stopped and one or 
both sides might cali on the police to sup- 
port them in their position. 

‘“T had nothing to say about the passing 
of the ordinance either one way or the other, 
but now the Council has passed it it seems 
my duty to get the matter into the courts 
and avoid any delay in getting a decision.”’ 

The Mayor said Mr. Yerkes saw him in 
the City Hall during the day and asked him 
what he would do with the ordinance. 

“T told him I would sign it as soon as it 
reached me,” said the Mayor, “ and he sim- 
ply smiled and passed on. There is no doubt 
the companies will fight the ordinance.” 

Cc. T. Yerkes Talks. 


‘When C. T. Yerkes, President of the North 
Chicago street railway company, was asked 
as to his views of the ordinance, its legality, 
and the effect it would have if proved valid 
and enforced, he gave out the following pre- 


pared interview: 

“No, 1 do not care to discuss the legal 
merits of the ordinance; that will be done in 
the courts. As to the honesty of it, that 
speaks for itself. The City of Chicago, 
through its Council, has passed a number of 
ordinances giving the companies the right 
to lay tracks, and operate street railways in 
the streets, and with a contract price of five 
gents for each passenger, and the railroad 
companies have, in good faith, invested their 
money, equipped the roads, built power- 
houses, and spent millions of dollars, and 
now the same City Council attempts, through 
the medium of another ordinance, to make 
this expenditure almost valueless; and what 
is a strange part of this whole business is 
the fact that there are people in the Council 
who claim to be honest business-men (to be 
sure, some of them are lawyers, but that 
should make no difference), who are parties 
to this attempted fraud.” 

“ Suppose the City Council has the legal 
right to enforce this ordinance, what. would 
je the effect ?’’ 


Would Cut thé Expenses. 


“The effect would be that the railroad 
companies would be forced to curtail their 
expenses. A decrease of 20 per cent in 
their receipts would have to be met with a 
20 per cent decrease in their expenses. 
There would be less material bought, fewer 
cars run, less salaries paid, and less wages 
paid. The wages paid the employés of the 
street railroads in Chicago’ are higher by 
far than in any other city in the world, and 
I suppose they will continue to be so unless 
something of the kind just suggested hap- 
pene.”” 

“Is there any other city where less than 
five cents is charged?’’ , 

** No; all large cities in the United States 
charge a five-cent fare.’”’ 

Ms a this movement come from the peo- 
ple?" 

** "We can see no evidence of {t whatever. 
There have been no meetings of the citizens 
in regard to the matter. In fact, I am thor- 
oughly convinced that the people are thor- 
oughly satisfied with a five-cent fare and the 
services they get for it, and that is saying 
a great deal, for any one who has to do with 
the public knows that it is a pretty difficult 
matter to please the people.”’ 


L. C. Bonney in Favor. 


Lawton C. Bonney, Vice-President of the 
Chicago General railway company, said he 
was heartily in favor of a four-cent fare and 
that his company was ready to comply with 
the ordinance. 

“The Chicago General now sells six tick- 
ets for 25 cents, the same as provided for in 
the ordinance,”’ Mr. Bonney said. ‘‘ I would 
like to see the matter tested in the Supreme 
Court, and if the ordinance is signed by the 
Mayor our company will do all it can to get 
a prompt ruling on the ordinance. We will 
agree for one day to refuse to sell tickets in 
accordance with the ordinance, say on our 
Lawndale line, and make a test case in 
which the city need have no part." 

The question of four-cent fares caused a 
good deal of discussion among brokers and 
investors yesterday. It did not seriously 
affect the price of stocks, however, though 
there wassome weakness manifested. North 
Chicago sold down to 20%, the lowest it has 
sold for since the Stock Exchange reopened. 
West Chicago sold down to 92 and City rail- 
way was offered at 225 ex dividend of 8 per 
cent. There was no sale for any stock and 
the cable railway stocks suffered from the 
same dullness that affected other securities. 


Effect of the Reduction. 


Reference to the statements of the leading 
street rajlway cOmpanies of their earnings 
for the year 1895 will show how great an 
amount will be cut off from the revenues of 
the companies if the ordinance becomes ef- 
fective as a law. 

The combined receipts of the West Chica- 
go, North Chicago, Chicago City, and Chi- 
cago General companies for 1895 were $11,- 
873,140, representing the carrying of 229,- 
901,332 passengers, according to published 
statements of these companies. A reduction 
of fare from five to four cents would cause a 
decrease in earnings, supposing the same 
number of passengers are carried and all 
pay four-cent fares, amounting to $2,274,- 
628. In case traffic increases on account of 
reduced fares, .or in case a considerable ele- 
ment of the patrons of the road do not take 
the trouble to buy the four-cent tickets, the 


ALLERTON WILL REPLY TO MORTON, 
Backs Up His Argament That the Ad. 
mission of Canada Cattle for Ex- 
port Works Injury Here. 


—_-_— — 


Samuel W. Allerton is engaged in prepar- 
ing a letter to Secretary of Agriculture Mor- 
ton, which he will give to the public in a 
short. time. It is a reply to one received 
from the Secretary ten days ago, attacking 
the former letter of Mr. Allerton, published 


in a Chicago newspaper. 

Mr. Allérton’s published letter arraigned 
the Secretary for admitting Canada cattle 
to the United States for shipment under 
bond from the port of Boston. He said this 
regulation exposed American cattle to the 
bad reputation of Canada cattle in England, 
and by monopolizing the shipping facilities 
excluded 2,000 head of American cattle from 
European markets every week. 

Secretary Morton said in his letter to Mr. 
Allerton that Canadian cattle had always 
been admitted to this country under bond 
for shipment from the port of Portland, and 
all he did was to extend the privilege to 
Boston also. He did this because of the 
increased vigilance exercised jn England in 
regard to pleuro-pneumonia. As to the im- 
portation of cattle into this country from 
Canada, no change had been made. 

The Secretary ridiculed the charge that 
the admission of Canadian cattle to the 
port of Boston had deprived American cat- 
tle-dealers of shipping facilities. He said 
that from Sept. 1 to Dec. 1, 1896, only 976 
head of Canadian cattle had been shipped 
from Boston, while during the year ending 
June 1 the transportation lines carried 360,-. 
000 head. He could not see how the carry- 
ing of about 8 head of Canadian cattle a 
week deprived American cattle of their 
chance of shipment. He diso denied that 
there was any pleuro-pneumonia either in 
this country or in Canada, and therefore de- 
nied that the reputation of American cattle 
could be injured by association with Cana- 
dian cattle. 7 

Mr. Allerton will take issue with the Secre- 
tary on nearly every point. He says he had 
not meant to refer at all to the importation 
of Canadian cattle to this country. But he 
maintains, all the same, that there have 
been changes of a momentous character in 
the tariff on cattle, which have done to the 
farmers of this country the greatest injury. 
He denied yesterday that there was no 
pleuro-pneumonia in Canada, and said that 
the British Government had been compelled 
to require the Canadian cattle to be slaught- 
ered in the same port in which they were 
landed. As to the Canadian cattle depriving 
the American cattle of their shipping facil- 
ities, he said the Secretary's figures were 
probably right, but had been based on the 
figures estimated for one ‘week only. Still, 
he said, the Canadian cattle crowded out 
more than their own number of American 
cattle, because the American shippers were 
afraid of contagion. 

Mr. Allerton said he was hard at work on 
a formal and complete answer to the Secre- 
tary, but was delayed by the want of some 
statistics, for which he had sent. His an- 
swer to the Secretary will appear in a short 
time. 


ALLEN MURDER TRIAL 15 UNDER WAY 


Soldier Presents a Model of Neatness 
and Is Accompanied in Court by 
His Theatrical Sister.

The trial in Judge Grosscup’s court of Pri- 
vate James D. Allen of Gompany A, Fif- 
teenth United States Infantry, charged with 
the murder of his messmate, Daniel M. 
Call, at Fort Sheridan last March, got fairly 
under way yesterday, which was Allen’s 24th 
birthday. A jury was secured, an opening 
statement was made for the government, 
and the testimony of Edward Barney, 
Charles Kruger, and Quincy Smaling, pri- 
vates in Company A, was heard. The de- 
fense waived an opening statement. 

Alien, in his regulation uniform, despite 
incarceration at Joliet, was a model of neat- 
ness. His sister, Mrs. Mamie Allen Harvey, 
sat by his side. She is attached to a the- 


atrical company. 

Allen is being defended by Attorneys Ed- 
win Munger, Darrow, and Thompson. The 
prosecution is being conducted by Gen. John 
C. Black, District-Attorney, assisted by 
LAecut.-Col. John W. Clous, Judge Advocate 
of the Department of the Missouri. 

Allen and Call were both members of Com- 
pany A. It was testified that there had been 
feeling between the men for some time. On 
the morning of March 20 they hada struggle 
for a seat at the breakfast table, Allen suc- 
ceeding in getting the place. An hour later 
they met in the company gymnasium. Allen 
was the crack boxer of the company, and 
Call offered to put on the gloves with him. 
In the bout that followed Allen lost his tem- 
per and Call gave him the worst of it. 
Throwing off his gloves, Allen exclaimed: 
“i'll settle you.” He returned a moment 
later with a revolver in his hand, and, it is 
said, opened fire. Several men sprang to 
take the revolver from Allen. In the.scuffle 
the weapon was discharged, inflicting a seri- 
ous wound in Allen’s leg. Call was shot in 
the abdomen and died two days later. 

It is stated the defense will set up a plea 


of insanity.

Friends of the missing man have for some 
time been apprehensive as to his mental 
condition, and it f feared he may have done 
himself harm. 

On Monday afternoon, as cus- 
tom, Mrs. La Brie went out . hus- 
band for a walk. Near Madison avenue and 
Sixty-third street Mrs. La Brie paid a short 
call, leaving her husband to await her re- 
turn. The visit occupied but a few min- 
utes, but om her return the wife found her 
husband gone. She hurried to her apart- 
ments at the hotel.: A search showed that 
the doctor was not there. The guests of the 
house assisted in the search. In the even- 
ing Mrs. La Brie bec#me so apprehensive 
that her husband had drowned himself in 
the lake that, despite the protests of friends, 
she left the hotel and visited the lake shore, 
_ for two hours walked along the water's 
edge. 

In the morning Capt. Shippy of the Wood- 
lawn Police Station learned of the trouble 
and detailed a number of men to assist in the 
search. 

A newsboy on Stony Island avenue told Po- 
liceman Bagnell that a man answering Dr. 
La Brie’s description had walked through 
Jackson Park about 3:30 o’clock on Monday 
afternoon. The man walked in the direction 
of the lake and stood on a pier for a few min- 
utes gazing into the water. After afew min- 
utes he turned and walked away. 

A few years ago Dr. La Brie had a large 
practice on the West Side and was well 
known in that part of Chicago. On account 
of ill-health he moved to Denver, Colo., and 
thence to Seattle, Wash. Later he returned 
to Chicago. 

For a time the doctor was connected with 
the medical staff at the Kankakee Insane 
Asylum.

He never 
heard of a conspiracy before the fight, had 
no talk with Earp, and bet no money on the 
fight. He declared Fitzsimmons struck him 
a foul blow in the groin. When asked why 
he screamed as if in pain when he was with 
Dr. Lee in the dressing-room after the fight, 
Sharkey said that Lee had pressed his groin 
hard during the examination after Fitzsim- 
mons’ blow, and that the pressure caused 
him great agony. He stated that he still 
suffered pain from his injuries in the groin.

REMEDY FOR THE TRUSTS 


ATTY.-GEN., MOLONEY OF ILLINOIS 
THINKS HE HAS FOUND IT. 


Congressional Action Needed—If the 
Transportation of Their Products 
Were Stopped They Must Dissolve— 
Common Law Alene Adequate— 
Cleveland Pliays Into Their Hands— 
Moloney Says Grover Could Sup- 
press Them—Why Did He Allow the 
Chicago Gas Trust to Make That 
Dividendt—Did It Cost the Trust 
Anything ft ’ 


The decision of our highest court renders it quite 
doubtful whether the evils of trusts and mo- 
nopolies can be adequately treated through Federal 
action. . . . There can be no doubt, however. 
of the power of the several States to act effectively 
in the premises, and there should be no reason to 
doubt their willingness to judiciously exercise such 
power.—From President Cleveland’s message to 
Congress. 


Chicago, Dec. 13.-[New York World.}]— 
The Illinois anti-trust law, passed in June, 
1891, and slightly amended in June, 18y3, 
has. been a source of trouble for trusts of 
home creation, but has not been effective 
against combinations existing under the 
laws of other States. After defining trusts, 
the law says that any corporation chartered 
by this State shall forfeit charter and fran- 
chises if proven to be in a combine or trust. 

The mode of procedure is by quo war- 
ranto proceedings by the Attorney-General 
on his own motion. Sec. 4 says every for- 
eign corporation violating this act is denied 
the right and prohibited from doing business 
in the Staté. The procedure is by: injfunc- 
tion. An employé, manager, director, or 
agent of any trust found guilty of doing 
business in violation of this law can be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $2,000 nor 
more than $5,000. No contract or agreement 
is required as proof, but merely evidence 
that a combination exists. 

The Chicago Gas Trust, the Distillers and 
Cattle Feeders’ Trust, and the School Furni- 
ture Trust have been beaten in the courts 
and forced to reorganize. But they are still 
doing business in another form. The Fed- 
eral anti-trust law has been a dead Jetter. 
A weak attempt to expose the Dressed Beef 
Trust was made and failed. 

Attorney-General Moloney, who hag been 
very active in the prosecution of trusts, dic- 
tated this statement to the World: 

“So far as combinations of corporations, 
partnerships, and individuals in restraint of 
trade are concerned, the common law of the 
State prohibits such combinations. The 
Statutes are merely declarations of the com- 
mon law. With a very few exceptions all 
suits I have instituted have been under the 
common law. The passing of laws against 
trusts is the amusement of legislators. 

“ As to corporations created by the laws 
of Illinois, if the facts can be obtained the 
laws art amply sufficient as they now exist. 
The great source of trouble in this State and 
in every other State is that combinations 
and trusts created and existing outside of 
the State are protected under Federal stat- 
utes regulating inter-State commerce. This 
is a queer condition of affairs when both 
Federal and State laws declare trusts to be 
illegal. 

“ The Attorney-General of every Siate will 
be hampered in trying to enforce laws 
against the shipment of trust products into 
his State. Take, for example, the sugar 
trust, the Standard oil trust, and grand lar- 
ceny combinations of that kind. Such cor- 
porations do not exist by virtue of the laws 
of Illinois, and hence they claim the right 
to ship into this State their products and sell 
with impunity. They assert that to stop 
them would be interference with the com- 
mercial clause of the Constitution. Here is 
the remedy: 

“Let Mr. Cleveland recommend Congress 
to pass a law and let that body pass a law 
declaring the product of any combination or 
trust shipped into any State from any other 
State is without the pale of protection of the 
inter-State commerce laws of the United 
States, and that the law of each State may 
be enforced against such products. It will 
then be found that the giant combinations 
cannot stand two years against an honest 
attempt to invoke the State laws. 

*“ The suit against the tobacco trust is now 
pending in the Circuit Court. This suit falls 
within the suggestion made. I found it prac- 
tically useless to attack ‘combines’ exist- 
ing under the laws of other States and ship- 
ping goods to this State. 

“The State has won victories in !ts fight 
on the whisky trust and school furniture 
trust. The case of the National Linseed Oil 
company is now under advisement in court. 
The Illinois Steel company combine is also 
under advisement. The fight against the 
Chicago gas trust was a success, though the 
a is still doing business under another 
orm.”’ 


TRUSTS THRIVE IN HAWKEYEDOM. 


No Evidence Has Been Secured, in 


Spite of a Strict Law. 

Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 13.—Iowa has an 
anti-trust law which its: framers intended 
and fondly hoped would permit nothing to 
get away. It prohibits, under very severe 
penalties, “any trust, agreement, combi- 
nation, confederation, or understanding ”’ 
between corporations or persons or associa- 
tions of persons to regulate or fix the price 
or quantity of any commodity or article of 
merchandise produced or sold in the State. 

It makes it unlawful to be connected with 
such a trust, and provides penalties of a 
fine of from 1 to 20 per cent of the capital 
stock of the corporation and for the fine and 
imprisonment of any of the officers or 
agents, such fine and imprisonment not to 
exceed $5,000 and one year in jail. 

It goes further and provides that any 
person who can prove that he purchased 
goods from a concern which is in any way 
connected with any trust shall not be held 
for the payment for the same. 

It goes still further and\makes the enforce- 
ment of the law the duty of the different 
county attorneys and of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State, and gives them one-fourth 
of the fines to be collected under the law. 
The law went into effect May 14, 1890, and 
though efforts have been repeatedly made 
to enforce it there has never been a con- 
viction under it, nor has any case been made 
out that would stick even in a Justice's 
court. 

It is impossible to obtain any evidence of 
the existence of the trusts. They multiply 
and flourish like a green bay tree, but so 
far it has been absolutely impossible to 
legally establish the fact of their existence. 

All firms and corporations in the State 
were required in July, 1891, to state under 
oath whether or not they had entered into 
any pool or agreement, and they all cheer- 
fully swore that they had not. 

Over five hundred attempts have been 
made by the Secretary of State to enforce 
the law. No additional legislation is likely 
a8 be attempted by the Legislature this 
winter. 


LAW IS STRINGENT IN KENTUCKY. 


Legislation There Forbids Contracts 
in Restraint of Trade. 
Louisville, Ky., Dec, 13.—The law against 
trusts in Kentucky is very plain. It says: 
“That if any corporation under the laws 
of Kentucky, or under the laws of any other 
State or country, for transacting or con- 
ducting any kind of business in this State, 
or any partnership, company, firm, or in- 
dividual shall create or become interested 
in any pool, trust, combine, or understanding 
with any other individual or association for 
the purpose of regulating or controlling or 
fixing the price of any merchandise or prop- 
erty of any kind, or shall enter into or be- 
come interested in any pool or agreement 
having for its object the Mmiting of the 
amount of any article of property or mer- 
chandise to be produced, bought, cr sold, 
shall be deemed guilty of the crime of con- 
spiracy and punished therefor as provided 

in the subsequent sections of this act.” 


PITCHING CANNON WORKS WELL.

Exhibition Is 
Princeten. 

Princeton, N. J., Dec. 15.—Prof. Charles 
H. Hinton gave the first public exhibition 
of his baseball pitching cannon in the col- 
lege gymnasium tonight. The members of 
the baseball team and a large crowd of un- 
dergraduates were present. Acanvas back- 
stop was erected in the gymnasium, and 
from the cannon, placed at pitcher’s dis- 
tance, balls were discharged showing: the 
different curves and rates of speed that can 
be obtained. Prof. Himton stated that his 
invention is intended to save pitchers in 
practice.

MCAFFERY DEPOSITION IS READ. 


Attorney for the Executor Allowed by 
Judge Dunne to Introduce It, but 
Lawyer Walker Objects. 


During the McCaffery will hearing in Judge 
Dunne’s court yesterday the deposition of 
Mary Dawson McCaffery was .introduced 
after a hard fight made by the dther heirs 
against it. The deponent, according to the 
decision of the Probate Court, is the widow 
of John McCaffery. 

Edwin Walker, attorney for Marion Hoop- 
er, daughter of McCaffery by his second 
wife, argued against the deposition, and 
criticisea@ Mr. Prussing, attorney for the II- 
linois Trust and Savings Bank, executor 
under the will, for favoting the admission 
of the deposition. Attorney Walker said it 
was not the business of the executor to side 
with either of the parties to the controversy. 

Attorney Prussing, as the executor, offered 
the deposition as evidence after the court had 
ruled that Mrs. McCaffery’s testimony as a 
voluntary witness in her own behalf was not 
admissible. Judge Dunne ruled that the 
deposition would be read as coming from the 
executor. Owing to objections many state- 
ments contained in the deposition were ruled 
out. 

The document contains the romantic 
story told by the supposed widow in the 
Probate Court and already published. 

When the case for the widow closed Mr. 
Prussing said as attorney for the executor 
he would make no objection to any testi- 
mony produced by the heirs who are opposed 
_to the widow. He said the position of the 
executor toward the other heirs would be 
the same as it had been toward the widow, 

friendly and impartial. 

Clayton E. Crafts was cross-examined b 
Mr, Walker, who drew up the McCaffery will. 
The witness said McCaffery told him of the 
first wife, and the children he had had by her. 

“What did he say about Mary Dawson?” 
asked Mr. Walker. 

“He said she had a sister who married a 
man named Riley, and went to California 
with him. He said lp did not want to have 
anything to do with his first wife or her re- 
lations.”’ 

“ Did he ever tell you how he had become 
separated from her?’

Judge Hanford Struble, Judge of the Coun-

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FORTY MILLION PEOPLE ARE RE- 
PORTED ACTUALLY STARVING. 


Parched, Idle, Penniless—American 
‘' Missionaries Tell of Suffering Over 


All the Land—Plagewe Adds Its Dire . 


Terror — Bombay Hindeos Offer 
Weird Sacrifices to Ward Of the 
Dread Disease—No Crops Can Ripen 
for a Year—Grain Locked Up. 


Monday’s New York World: Theappalling 
extent of the famine in British India ts shown 
by extracts from American missionaries’ 
letters. furnished. to today’s World. Forty 
millions of British subjects are actually 
starving. About 2,000,000 bushels of Ameri- 
can wheat have already been shipped to 
India from New York and San Francisco. It 
was this extraordinary demand which start- 
ed the recent rise of 26 cents a bushel, which 
is equivalent to $27,000,000 to American 
farmers om the year’scrop. Thé British Gov- 
ernment has appropriated $125,000,000 to re- 
lieve the starving people in India. Many 
nrillion bushels of American wheat should be 
sent to India within the next ninety days. 

Starving India’s misery fills the reports 
just received by the Rev. Dr. James L. Bar- 
ton, Secretary of the Foreign Department 
of the American Board of Missions, and the 
Rev. Dr. Elnathan E. Strong, its editorial 
secretary. 

“From. eighty missions in India,” said 
Dr. Barton, “‘ we have accounts of suffering 
beyond description. The severity of the 
famine does not indicate that there is no food 
in India, but that a scarcity in one section 
has raised the prices beyond the earning 
power of the people. Wage-earners there 
earn about a penny a day. On that they can 
livé in ordinary times. Now, with the cost 


- of food raised two or three fold, they cannot 


possibly live on their wages. 

Great masses of the population of India 
are on the verge of starvation even in the 
best of times. Millions must die for want of 
the grain that dealers are holding in grana- 
ries for high prices. The government will 
do all that it can. Since the famine of 1877- 
‘78 it has been preparing for a famine by 
planning reservoirs, roads, and other pub- 
lic works. These are to begin at once, and will 
furnish employment and wages to many. 
But India has a population of 287,000,000, 
and the £25,000,000 to be expended will be 
but a mere trifle in alleviating all of the 
suffering. 

“ The letters that have just come to us,” 
said the Rev. Dr. Strong, “‘ show only too 
plainly that millions of lives will be lost.” 

In the Mission Board’s famine packet from 
India the Rev. James Smith wrote from 
Ahmednagar: 

* Those who constitute the rank and file of 
our churches are always in a condition bor- 
dering upon starvation. There are 40,000,000 
of such poor people in India who never get 
more.than one meal a day. Every night 
80,000,000 lie down on the ground to sleep. 
hungry. The average income of every man, 
woman, and child in India is less than one 
cent a day.” 

“In this Ahmednaga district,”’ writes the 
Rev. Dr. R. A. Hume, “ there has been no 
rain since July, and the prospect is that for 
eight months no more rain will fall. The 
first crops have not been properly ripened 
and the second crops cannot even be sowed. 
The water supply in the wells islow. What 
will it be in a few months hence! The fam- 
ine seems likely to be general for nearly the 
whole population, with, its 500,000,000 p2ople. 
Grain riots are common. Merchants will not 
sell grain, largely because they know the 
price will greatly increase. So the people 
break open grain shops and granaries and 
threaten to kill the merchants if they inter- 
fere. They say: ‘ We shall soon die without 
grain; if you interfere with our getting your 
grain we will kill you in the struggle, and it 
will be all the same.’ Then they say to the 
police: ‘ Arrest us for-stealing and support 
us in jail. It will save us from death by 
starvation.’ As it is impossible to ripen any 
grain for over ten months to come, what 
fearful suffering seems to bein store! Par- 
ents are deserting their children. Cattle 
are being sold for the value of their hides. 
Yesterday morning, near the gate of Ah- 
mednagar, a cart with grain was plundered 
by hungry men.”’ : 

** During the last week there have been 800 
deaths, or 50 per cent above the normal for 
this time of the year," writes the Rev. Ed- 
ward Hume from Bombay. “ This is due to 
the famine plague, which the doctors call 
‘bubonic fever.’ The symptoms are swell- 
ings on the neck, in the armpits and groins, 
accompanied by fever and vomiting. The 
patients present a sad and demented ap- 
pearance. In one case death came after an 
lliness of twenty-two hours. In most cases 
the patients lifger on for two or three days. 
At first the mortality was very high. Not 
more than 60 per cent of the cases are fatal. 
Experts cannot tell whence the disease came 
nor its cause. There is great excitement, 
and the poor, ignorant Hindus are resorting 
to all manner of devices for averting the 
calamity. They make special offerings to 
their deities and march in procession through 
the city, thronging their temples. The 
women are breaking off their bangles and 
making other sacrifices.”’ 

The Rev. R. Winsor, in Serur Poona, wrote: 

** We are in the clutch of a dire famine 
such as has not been known in this land for 
over 100 years. That of twenty ycars ago 
was not so widespread. I have seen several 
government officers, but all seem at their 
wits’ end. The sights are sad indced—peo- 
le craving for food; a rush by hun‘reds to 
he grain shops, with none able io get any- 
thing. There its nothing but the one cry 
everywhere, “ Kai kern?’’—what shall we 
do? The cattle are being turned out upon 
he highways and fields to die. It is reach- 
ng all over India. Suffering we must see 
for eight or twelve months, with want and 
death.’”’ 

“The times are beginning to look very 
dark,’’ wrote J. P. Jones, Secretary of the 
Pasumalai, Madura District, in Southern 
India. ‘‘ The famine of Northern, Central, 
and the upper parts of Southern India, with 
the partial failure of our own rainy season, 
brings up already the price of food, with a 
promise of worse things in the near future.”’ 

Edward Fairbank wrote from Sholapur, 
the Marathi Mission: 

“These days are dark days :n India. 
There has been famine in parts of India for 
@ year. Here, at Sholapur, grain has risen 
in value 300 to 400 per cent. Last Sunday 
the price of the staple grain wus 500 per 
cent higher than two months age. Serious 
grain riots have taken place. Additional po- 
lice and soldier corps have been called in 
from outside. The grain merchants seem 
like perfect flends—bent on nothing but the 
gratification of their greed. In their cellars 
lies grain enough for a year. They compel 
the people to starve by the enormously ex- 
orbitant prices that they ask.” 

The Rev. L. 8. Gates of the Sholapur Mis- 
sion is now in Washington. He reports that 
many of the common village people, who 
comprise nine-tenths of the population, are 
in great distress. His first work in India, 
twenty years ago, was in conneclion with 
one of the worst famines that ever visited 
the country. Neurly one-tenth as many per- 
sons Cied of starvation as are now living in 
the United States. Many villages were en- 
tirely destroyed, and the dead Icft to be 
— pS A gape and jackals.

The Rev. J. G. Potter of Agra. N. W. Bes 
wrote that the recent grain riots in Agra 
had lasted for three days. One man was 
killed and several injured. All of the grain 
shops were closed and people who had 
money did not know where to buy food. The 
shopkeepers told them that, by opening 
their ere to sell a rupee’s worth of grain, 
they would probably lose ten or more by the 
looting of the hungry crowd whici paraded 
the street.

Art Students’ League Opening. 


The Art Students’ League opened its exhi- 
bition also in the south wing. During the 
afternoon there was an informal reception 
given to exhibiters and their friends, and in 
the evening, from 7:30 to 11, a general re- 
ception was given to members of the insti- 
tute and other invited guests. 

The league, which consists of 110 mem- 
bers, is made up of advanced students of the 
Art Institute and other promising amateurs, 
and has been, during the ten years it has 
been in existence, an active influence in art 
culture in Chicago. Its exhibit this year is 
of more than common excellence, and is 
somewhat larger than usual. This pretty 
well fills two’ rooms, and consists of 264 
works of art, the most of which are paint- 
ings im oils and water colors 

Among these there are a number that at- 
tracted a great deal of attention last even- 
ing. Two works in oil by Emily Chase, 
which had been given a prominent place on 
the north wall, were liberally praised. These 
were entitled, “The Dome of Thought, the 
Palace of the Soul,”’ and **‘ The Comfortable 
Corner.”” Near these were a number of at- 
tractive sketches in water and oil by Karl 
Buehr. Martha 8S. Baker showed oneor two 
figures in olls that were frequently com- 
gmended, and a picture of an old woman by 
Pauline L. Baker attracted attention.

Several of the principal charities will be 
represented at the coming meeting. The 
patronesses of the Visiting Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation really are responsible for the meet- 
ing, as they have persisted in their effort to 
revive interest in the ball. Many of the old- 
time managers have advised against the cel- 
ebration this year, but.the managers of the 
charities say they are in lamentable condi- 
tion for want of funds, and that the ball 
must be held. 

The burden of the executive work in con- 
nection with the annual ball generally has 
fallen on the shoulders of Frederick Tuttle, 
Joseph Adams, and others. Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Tuttle feel that they have done their 
share in the past, and this year wili not 
take a leading part. So if the ball is held it 
will be under slightly different auspices than 
formerly. Others beside Messrs. Tutt'« and 
Adams, who have been prominent in the un- 
dertaking hitherto, have shown an apathy 
which threatened to cause the abandonment 
of the project. This would have been the 
result had it not, been for the efforts of the 
Visiting Nurses’ Association. 

This organization in former years has been 
one of the beneficiaries of the charity ball, 
but last year was not among those to receive 
aid. To strengthen its financial resources 
an attempt was made this year to have 
Calvé sing in the city under the auspices of 
the association. The negotiations came to 
an unsatisfactory conclusion owing to the 
prima donna’s manager, who declined to 
—— her to appear in behalf of the institu- 
tion. 

A bazaar such as has been held itn former 
years also was under consideration, but this, 
too, was abandoned, and now the managers 
have been forced to adopt some other meas- 
ures to secure funds. The other organiza- 
tions are in about the same shape as the 
Visiting Nurses’ Association, and, as they 
counted on the ball being given as usual. 
they find it too late to consider any other 
enterprise which holds out a promise of 
success. 

When the original patrons of the ball 
showed a lack of interest in it Mrs. James 
L. Houghtaling, President of the Visiting 
Nurses’ Association, and other women as- 
sociated with her took the matter up and 
have been striving to revive the flagging 
interest. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer will be asked to act 
as manager of the ball, and there is some 
hope in view of the emergency that she will 
consent to assume the responsibility. 

As arranged for now the Visiting Nurses’ 
Association, the St. Luke’s Free Hospital, 
the Presbyterian Orphan Asylum, and four 
smaller charities will be the chief bene- 
ficiaries. Other of the large charities may 
be induced to take an interest in the ball.
